Rirmingham, Ala., October 28.—Au- 
burn had little trouble defeating the 
Mississippi A. and M, eleven here this 
afternoon, by the score of 26 to 0.

To Play Tibbett’s 
T oe Beats Georgia 


The Game Was Intensely 
Fought Throughout--Geor- 
gia’s Great Playing Was a 
Feature—Powell Makes 80- 


Yard Run. wer

Athens, Ga., October 23.—Halfback 
Tibbett, a substitute insert into the 
fray in the last quarter of the Virginia- 
Georgia game this afternoon, inserted 
his right toe into the proceedings and 
changed an apparent Georgia victory, 
and the following pandemonium into a 
Virginia victory and a Georgia silence: 

Tibbett stuck his right hoof into a 
drop-Kick in the final quarter that 
changed a Georgia 7-to-0 victory into a 
victory for Virginia—9% to 6—thus re- 
versing the feelings of the Virginia 
eleven, who were forced to stand last 
Saturday in discomfort and watch Eddie 
Mahan, of Harvard, shoot three goals 
over their outstretched hands. 

Tibbett’s winning goal could not be 
drawn any finer and its completion is 
the topic of all talk tonight, primarily 
the time that remained and whether or 
not he really registered the goal. , 


: Claim Time Was Up. 


Field Judge Brookes, who also kept 
time, Is reported to have announced 
five seconds remaining to be played, 
with the ball on Georgia’s 15-yard line 
on the right side of the field. Mayer 
went clear across the field, being forced 
out of bounds on the next run, yet he 
could make this run and the Virginians 
could line up and Tibbett kick his field 
goal in five seconds, a seemingly im- 
possible performance, : 

Just as Tibbett dropped the ball from 
his hands, standing on Georgia's 20- 
yard line, the ball struck the ground 
and he stuck his foot into it on the 
upward bound, Brookes blew his whis- 
tle announcing the completion of time. 
Football rules permit the completion 
of the play, which decided the came. 

The kick rose high over the goa! 
posts and it all depended on the angle 
from which one viewed the play as to 
whether it was a goal or not. From 
the press table on the side lines, the 
kick barely cleared the inside of the 
left-hand upright and .Referee Barry 
ruled a ‘goal, though those on the op- 
= side of the field disagreed with 
1im. 


Hard-Fought Game. 


The game was one of the hardést 
fought games ever witnessed on San- 
ford Field, and about 3,000 fans turned 
out,. prepared to witness a_ splendid 
gaine, ‘but no such battle as they really 
saw. 

The day was ideal from a fan stand- 
point. A clear sky with a warm Oc- 
tober sun, made it uncomfortable for 
the players, who sweltered with thei: 
stubborn fight to stave off defeat. 

Both teams presented most rugged 
defense in which no one. plaver oj 
either side deserves more credit than 
any one else, unless it be the enas, who 
played wonderful ball, blocking inter 
ferers in splendid style and very sel- 
dom being blocked. 

Georgia Scores. 

Georgia scored in the first quarter. 
Georgia kicked off. After a couple of 
Plays a fumble gave them the ball, 
but they were ferced to punt almost im 
mediately. Virginia started down the 
field with Maver hitting tackles, and 
Anderson circling ends, once for 
yards. A fumble broke up their advance 
and they were forced to forward pass 

Thurman hurled the pass high to- 
wards White, their left end, speeding 
down towards a touchdown. Powell cut 
in fast in front of him, nailed the pass 
high over his head and cut out for the 
other goal line. Two Virginia men 
were rapidly closing in on him when 
Holzendorff spilled both with splen- 
did interference and Powell outlegged 
all the others for a touchdown afte: 
an 80-yard run. Henderson kicked an 
easy goal. 

Georgia again kicked off and after 
a small return Kk. Anderson circled th: 
end for 40 yards. Mayer and Sparr 
hammered the line for first down and 
then Anderson raced around the end: 
and ziz-zagged his way 30 yards he 
fore being brought down on Georgia's 
2-yard line. Mayer hammered his way 
over tackle for a touchdown, but missed 
goal. 

There was no more scoring in the 
first quarter. In the second and third 
quarters there was little ground gain- 
ed by either side, both fighting flercelv 
and forcing the other to punt, the 
charging of the rival lines being well 
matched. 

The fourth quarter was but a reneti- 
tion of the two preceding until towards 
the close, Maver swept around Geor 
gia’s left end for 40 yards hefore being 
brought to earth by Ed Dorsey, tieor- 
gia’s safety man. This put the ball on 
Georgia’s 15-vard line. Mayer started 
around the other end, but Thompson. 
running with him, forced him out of 
pounds with but a secant yard gained 
The ball was -brought in 15 vards and 
then Tibbett made his kick that won 
the game.

Despite the stubbornness of the two 
defenses, the game was cleanly plaved 
throughout. This is evidenced by the 
penalties. Georgia was penalized but 
twice and Virginia but once and all the 
penalties were for holding -in the line 

It is difficult to pick out the stars 
of the two  elevens. On offensive, 
Mayer, KE. Anderson. and Tibbett were 
the stars for Virginia, and Paddock, 
Powell and Neville for Georgia. On 
defensive, both lines charged fiercely 
and were so evenly matched, man fo 
man, that first one man would outplay 
his opponent on the opposite side of 
the line, only to be outplayed himself 
a second later. 

The winning goal is the subject of all 
conversation here tonight. Many find it 
difficult to believe that Virginia could 
record a field goal in the brief time re- 
ported to be left for play. The play 
did move off quickly, but five seconds 
is a mighty brief time for two plays to 
be pulled off, when one is a run clean 
across the entire breadth of the field 

The whistle did not blow before the 
ball was actually put in play. KEvery- 
one is a unit on that pofmt. Where the 
difference of opinion exists is on the 
time that elapsed from the time Mayer 
started on his run until the winning 
goal was recorded. 

Virginia supporters here with thetr 
team admit that their. eleven was 
lucky to win the game, and are tak- 
ing their victory as one of those breaks 
inthe game, that might have gone the 
other way on another occasion. 

Georgia supporters take consolation 
in the fact that her eleven did score a 
touchdown on Virginia, something that 
Yale and Harvard were unable to ac- 
complish. Morally the victory is theirs, 
and the chapel bell has been ringing 
ever since the games ended. 

Georgia adherents the country over 
can well feel proud of their eleven. 
They fought the Virginians to a stand- 
still and lost only on a near-fluke. 
The southern eleven that defeats. the 
Red and Black this season can well de- 
serve to expect to be termed champions 
of the section. especially when it is 
considered that Georgia used little if 
any football other than that of the old- 
fashioned variety. Both teams were 
entertained at a reception and supper 
by Dr. H. ©.

Washington, October 25.—Plans for 
handling the export trade of the 
United States through a trust company, 
co-operating with the federal govern- 
ment, in order to avoid interference 
with cargoes, were announced today by 
Secretary Redfield, of the department 
of commerce, after a eonference with 
Assistant Secretary Peters, of the 
treasury department; Assistant Secre- 
tary Vrooman, of the department of ag- 
riculture, and a number of exporters, 
trustees of the company, 

The company will

American Overseas Trust company, and; 


will handle the American export busi- 
ness along the lines followed by the 
Netherlands Overseas trust, with the 
import business of Holland. 

Secretary Redfield said that while 
it would in no sense be a government 
organization, nor be officially recog- 
nized by the government, it would be 
‘in close touch with various 
ments of the government,” 
agents would _ oper: 
were “impartial and neutral. This was 
regarded as meaning that the American 
Overseas Trust company will assure 
the European governments with which 
it deals that no goods exported under 
its supervision will reach opposing bel- 
ligerents. 

Object of Scheme. 

“The object of the scheme,” 
Redfield said, “is to secure the move- 
ment of neutral commerce under such 
authoritative auspices as to assure that 
it willnot be interrupted. That part of 
the plan to be undertaken by the de- 
partment of commerce, under the ar- 
rangements discussed today, would be 
the ascertaining, by commercial at- 
taches, commercial agents and other of- 
ficers, that the operations of the plan 
were strictly impartial and neutral. 
The new company would be open to as- 
sist all truly neutral American com- 
merce to all countries with which it is 
to operate. The machinery 
he officially a part of the government, 
and it would not be a money-making 
scheme. It is the voluntary action of 
men prominent in business in various 
cities of the country, seeking to secure 
relief for American commerce by hav-

Corn showed 4 interesting statistics, for the effect, in 


all probability, would be history. As 
it is, the cause is very warmly opera- 
tive, but the effect is not in sight, ex- 
actly. 

In this particular case we can only 
forecast. An accurate forecast is us- 
ually ene based on a parallel case. In 
all our history we have never had a 
situation exactly like the one our coun- 
try faces at this time. There are a 
few points, however, which are known 
to us, and upon which we may base an 
argument. 

l am presuming that all of us un- 
derstand the proposition of trade bal- 
ances and their effect on foreign ex- 
change rates. That is, for example, if 
England owes the United States an ex- 
traordinarily large trade balance, 
pounds sterling will be at a low price 
in this country, for lack of demand. 
On the other hand, if the total imports 
of this country vastly outweigh our ex- 
ports to England, there will be strong 
demand (by the traders who owe the 
balances) for pounds sterling with 
which to pay their debt abroad, and 
the price of exchange will be conse- 
quently stiffened, for England would 
have a credit here. That is what these 
bonds will establish—a credit, the ef- 
fect of which I will read later. 

Settlements in Normal ‘Times. 

The United States and England and 
France have for many decades bought 
and sold from and to one another such 
products and manufactured articles as 
were demanded the one from the oth- 
er. Settiements have resolved them- 
selves into exchange. In normal times 
the trade balances have been 80 nhéar- 
ly equalized that there are very lew 
instances of any alarming disparity 
(that is, any great fiuctuation above 
indeed, no great alarm 
was ever felt for the exchange condi- 
tions until the outbreak of the present 
war, when great velumeg of American 
securities were turned ioose on us from 
the EHuropean market. 

These securities piled on us, in ad- 
dition to an already large trade bal- 
ance, caused a plethora of Huropean 
credit in America, which, according to 
the inevitable law of supply and de- 
mand, raised pounds sterling to an 
enormous height. 

Banking firms of New York with- 
drew from the selling market one by 
one, their last quotations before final 
discontinuance being $6.5 selling rate 
for pounds. (We use the English money 
as an illustration, for it Was at that 
time the eontrolling money of the 
world.) Exportations in gold to Eu- 
rope iollowed. You see, we had to 
protect our securities. We had to get 
them off the market. 

Trade balances at the close of sum- 
mer (in normal times) are against us. 
In early fall the south’s cotton crop 
Shipped abroad gradually  equalizes, 
then overbalances, forcing pounds a 
few points below par where they had 
been a few points above. When we, 
for decline in demand and temporary 
lack of bottom, could not export cot- 
ton, the value of which would to a 
great extent have relieved the situa- 
tion as to the securities market, we 
were left high and dry, with, in addi- 
tion to the cotton crop, an enormous 
store of manufactured articles, fnod- 
stuffs and raw materials—and to make 
a long story ghort, great depression 
followed. 

After a few months had passed the 
allies, with their hordes of men, had 
practically consumed what they had in 
the way of necessities, both as to mu- 
nitions and rations, and naturally 
turned to the world’s greatest store- 
house—our countryto replenish them- 
selves. They used shipload after ship- 
load until the enormous balance had 
been absorbed, then the pendulum 
swung; the balance that had been in 
their favor changed w ours. Pounds 
came below par, graduaily dropping, 
until at one time some four weeks 
ago they had reached the remarkably 
low point of $4.50, or 36.6e below par. 

Something had to be done to read- 
just this disparity other than the set- 
tlement by gold. To pay us gold would 
be to flood our country with money 
Which would not be needed.

Character the Security. 


This has a bearing on the case we 
have to handle, for even though their 
lands were rich in agricultural possi- 
bilities, but the integrity and thrift of 
the people were not such as to make 
them avail themselves of their oppor- 
tunities, then the bond of such people 
would practically be worthless. High 
character of citizenry is my nation’s 
strongest citadel. 

The thrift and intelligence of the 
French are unquestioned and in the 
case above mentioned we have an ex- 
ample of loyalty and fidelity which 
amounts to sacrifice, indeed showing a 
characteristic patriotism which hardly 
has a parallel. 

So it may be that after all this loan 
will be met promptly at its maturity, 
if indeed the two countries do not re- 
tire it at a premium, before due. This 
is in case of cessation of hostilities 
within a year. If war continues five 
years, then no man can reasonably 
make any forecast, for during that 
period the debt for supplies would 
mount to inconceivable heights. Ex- 
change would be a matter unthought 
of, and the countries abroad so de- 
vastated that it would require no man 
knows how long for them to recover 
their material prosperity to a point 
which would enable them to have met 
the initial half billion. 

To sum up, then: 

The effect will be to produce activity 
in commerce and to stabilize exchange 
for the period of approximately one 
year—that will be the immediate effect. 


Reflection on Possibilities. 


If, however, hostilities continue for 
three or four years, we continue ship- 
ping them millions of dollars’ worth of 
goods, and they can not supply us in 
turn anything to offset our charge, and 
if they continue to devastate’ their 
country at the present rate, then con- 
ditions will be such and the waste to 
the world be so much that we cannot 
conceive how many generations will be 
required to readjust conditions and 
bring things to normal. To forecast 
the ultimate effect then would at this 
time’ be merely guess work. 

In case the Teutons were victorious 
there would be chance of several things 
happening. They might or might not 
protect the bonds. In case of the allies 
withing still other things could hap- 
pen. here could be rebellions and 
there could be repudiations of the issue. 
Therefore, we go further and state 
that a forecast as to the.ultimate ef- 
fect would not be uess work, but 
would be guess work based on conjec- 
ture as to the final outcome of the war.

Make High Records, But 
Trends Are Confusing. , 


New York, October 23.—-Trading was 
active but confused during today’s 
two-hour session of the stock market, 
in which several new high records 
were made, mainly in automobile shares 
and Baldwin Locomotive. The hatter 
rose 5% to 154% in the first hour, 
but drepped seven points later on une 
official denial that the company was 
to figure in a merger with the Midvale 
Steel company. 

“tudebaker and Continental Can also 
manifested reactionary tendencies, the 
former.losing seven points at 183, while 
Can yielded over five to 105 on tne 
Statement that it had failed to close a 
large war contract long under negoe 
tiation. General Electrie, Willys-Over- 
land and Pullman Car were among the 
other heavy specialties, while Nationa} 
Fnamelling and Stamping was in sude 
den demand at an advance of four 
points to 337%. 

United States Steel held around ves< 
terday’s closing price, but denoted some 
pressure in the final dealings when the 
entire list developed heaviness in cons 
nection with the weakness in foreign 
exchange. 

London's stock exchange was closed, 
but further offerings or our securities 
were reported from that center, prea 
sumably as a direct outcome of the 
break in exchange. Pacifi¢s and some 
of the grangers were included in the 
foreign selling, which exercised little 
appreciable effect. In fact, Canadian 
Pacific and a few others subject to 
foreign liquidation closed at net gains. 

Among the few railway earnings 
submitted was 
ment of Southern Pacific, with a net 
gain of $829,000. Trade agencies re- 
ported a wider distribution of meré 
chandise and increased retail demand. 

In place of the large cash gain which 
local banks were expected to disclose 
in the week's shifting of money, the 
bank statement showea no appreciable 
change in this item, but actual loans 
expanded by over $46,000,000 and de- 
posits by $42,600,000, with an increase 
Of $4,536,000 in excess reserves. 

The bond market was firm on light 
dealings. Total sales, par value, ag- 
gregated $2,370,000. 

United States bonds were higher by 
one-quarter to one-half per cent on

New York. October 23.—(Special.)— 
The stock market quieted down per- 
ceptibly durin@ the past week as com- 
pared with the heavy movement of the 
previous two or three weeks, but trans- 
actions on the exchange still averaged 
close to the million share per day mark, 
which is well above the normal volume 
in even normal times. The tendency 
of prices was irregular, with slight 
eesing in many places, especially for 
several of the rails, which had shown 
some sign of strength the _ previous 
week, but the specialties and the steel 
stocks still continued to boom. It is 
gaid that the stocks, which are now 
far above their normal market values, 
as juiged by pre-war levels or by the 
general consensus of opinion as to in- 
trinsic values, are the only which can 
move in such a market as has been 
seen, while the really low-priced stocks 
seem to be working lower. This theo- 
ry is a sort of paraphrase of the “to 
them that hath shall be given.” The 
market as a whole seems to be await- 
ing some new impetus. It is in a po- 
sition where some new development 
might be followed by a substantial loss 
in prices all along the line, whereas 
there is enough buying power in sight 
to have a tremendous rise follow any 
very favorable event. In a general 
way, however, the recent hesitation of 
stocks as a whole has been due to day 
to day profit taking. The market is 
full of sold-out bul!s, who have their 
profits and their original capital ready 
for something new, and sq on every 
reaction buying has been of a good 
quality. Bears have also been able 
to make a little headway here and 
there, and have been disposed to take 
their profits on small breaks, so that, 
as a whole, general sentiment is iIn- 
clined toward the belief that before 
long there will be a resumption of ad- 
vancing prices all along the line. Crop 
reports, industrial news and railroad 
reports are all on the constructive side, 
while even the near advent of electiuyn 
day in many states is not a disturbing 
factor. Very few issues of nation- 
wide importance are to be decided at 
the polls this year, and such as there 
are, as for instance, that of woman's 
suffrage in three of the largest states 
in the country, are not of a nature to 
affect business conditions. The war 
news and the disagreements in the 
British cabinet have upset sentiment 
a little here, however, and there has 
been some disposition of large interests 
to advocate caution in stock engage- 
ments until the Balkan situation had 
showr some definite trend. A very 
favorable feature of security dealings 
recently has been the large demand for 
high-grade bonds and the _ better class 
of investment stocks. This demand 
has been large for a long time and it 
now shows signs of increasing. 

Money Unusually Easy. 

The money market continues to show 
easiness, the most unusual condition 
in money at this time of year, when 
ordinarily large sums have gone to the 
grain country and funds are scarce 
here. Bankers are more fearful than 
ever that inflated conditions are to 
exist in money, especially as gold keeps 
coming in ever-increasing volume and 
there is now the greatest gold store 
here that has ever been known. The 
latest arrival of $28,000,000 gold from 
England was preceded a few days by 
shipments of the metal from Asia. 
There is a chance, however, that this 
condition is to be remedied, for Great 
Britain is now taking active steps 
to have American securities sent here 
and there are signs that increasing 
amounts will come. This is the only 
wav that can be devised of preventing 
too large an accumulation of gold here 
and too short a supply in Europe. The 
establishment of credits -and loans 
would have to be at a rate of about 
$2,000,000,000 a year, as judged by the 
present export movement, to prevent 
gold shipments ‘to this country. In 
one week recently, $73,000,000 worth 
of woods were exported from the Unit- 
ed States. There are signs that a huge 
movement like it will last for the dura- 
tion of the war at least. Hence the 
only way to prevent financial ruin 
abroad and inflation here will be to 
ship all of the $4,000,000,000 or so in 
American securities to this country as 
soon as possible. In the last year, 
about half that amount has been sent 
to this side, 

Of all recent financial events, the 
most significant, in the eyes of many 
people in the security markets here, 
has been the failure of a large number 
of alleged “bucket shops.” Houses 
having connections with no exchange, 
and hence having no regulation or su- 
pervision, which are said to have tak- 
en orders but never bought or sold 
stocks against them when the tenden- 
ev of the market gave hope of a suc- 
cessful “bucketing,” have been per- 
sistently fought by the New_ York 
Stock eXchange, and now seem beaten. 

i the belief here that much of the 

reputation supposed to attend the 
name ‘often the epithet) “Wall Street” 
has been due to the damage wrought 
bw bucket shops which never were in 
any way connected with Wall street 
affairs. but. yet, because they dealt in 
securities, were popularly associated 
with legitimate trading through the 
exchanges. 

Tariff Question to Loom Large. 

Within the next vear, many industries 
are to start a nation-wide fight on the 
tariff qnestion. Among the most af- 
fected will be the newly-formed dye- 
etutfs industry, the rejuvenated drugs 
and chemicals industry, the woolen 
goods, sugar and other trades and in- 
dustries which have been affected in 
the last two years by reductions in the 
tariff. From all sides, signs are ap- 
pearing that the fight will be waged 
on the assumption that after the war 
Europe will send huge amounts of all 
kinds of goods here at bottom prices. 

The affairs of the New Haven rail- 
road have been before the public to a 

reat extent during the past week. 
Between the trial of directors on a 
charge of criminal conspiracy and the 
developments in regard to various de- 
tails of the annual report, a _ rather 
pessimistic view of the securities of 
the road was taken by stock market 
operators. The annual report was ac- 
companied by a statement showing a 
great increase in the number of the 
road’s shareholders and a material 
lessening of the average shares held 
by each. This is in line with the gen- 
eral tendéncy in recent years of in- 
ereased public interest in securities, 
and also a sign of the increasing 
number of people of moderate means 
who are putting their savings into 
securities. 

Mnormous additional war orders from 
Russia, Italy, Great Britain and 
France have been received during the 
current month, many of them having 
been held back until the $500,000,000 
loan negotiations were completed. It 
is probable that at least $150,000,000 
new orders for the armies of Europe 
were booked during the past week. 

Shareholders of the International 
Mercantile Marine company have 
taken their fight to prevent  fore- 
closure of the properties into the 
courts. It is said that the earnings 
of the company are now running at a 
rate of $40,000,000 net a year, and yet 
this concern failed to earn its bond in- 
terest @ year ago. ‘Such is only one of 
fifty examples of hopelessly bankrupt 
companies which haye been made 
over-prosperous as a result of changed 
conditions resulting from the war. 

The United States Express company, 
which went out of business over a 
year ago because of reported inability 
to-compete against the parcel post, has 
made a distribution of $25 a share. 
The company is selling all’of its as- 
sets and will distribute the proceeds 
from time to time. 

500 Per Cent Decline in Immigratien., 
 The- immigration figures show that 
alien arrivals for the first eight 
months of 1915 have been at a rate of 
about 20,000 a month as compared with 
a normal movement, as based on the 
average for the ten years ended 1914, 
or almost 100,000 a month.

Way of returned-aliens going back to 
their native lands to take part in the 
war, so that not only is the available 
labor supply cut off from fresh addi- 
tions of sufficient numbers, but it is 
continually reduced by departures. It 
is in view of this that predictions are 
made of a laborer-famine before long. 
_._The November disbursements in div- 
idends and interest are expected to be 
above $145,000,000, with several com- 
panies still to take action on dividends 
which may swell this total if they de- 
Clare increased rates. This compares 
With abont $130,000,000 disbursements 
for November, 1914. 

_ Railroads have recently been show- 
ing a tendency to buy equipment more 
freely, while rail orders have been on 
a larger scale than for several years. 
The equipment situation is reported to 
be acute, and it is said that many rail- 
roads are unable to handle traffic in 
full because of car shortages. A gen- 
eral car famine is said to be certain 
for the next six to eight weeks at least. 
The situation in the steel market sug- 
gests that it may be very difficult for 
railroads to get cars next year, urgent 
as their needs are, owin& to the sold- 
up condition of steel companies and 
the probability that they will continue 
in such condition for a long time to 
come. 

The copper market eased early in 
the week, but it thereby brought out 
a fair increase in buying of the metal 
and so resulted in a resumption of 
Ormness. Large sales were made for 
export at 181-2 cents per pound and 
a little better, whereas at the begin- 
ning of the week sales were made as 
low as 171-2 cents. The recent large 
new orders for munitions for Europe 
Placed with manufacturers here are 
expected to result in a large buying 
movement in the copper market to get 
needed supplies, while many domestic 
consumers have resumed a hand-to- 
mouth buying schedule as a result of 
the lack of supplies andtheir unwill- 
ingness to cover their needs far in 
advance. Consumers have done this be- 
fore in recent months and then have 
been forced to cover their needs in a 
rising market. It is believed that such 
will be repeated. Producing interests 
seem to be in full control of the situ- 
ation, and so efforts on the part of 
consumers from time to time to bring 
about price reductions because of théir 
day-to-day buying have not been suc- 
cessful at any time in the last six 
months, or longer. Producers know 
that copper must be had by munitions 
manufacturers regardless of price, and 
so are able to wait whenever buying 
drops off. 


Phenominal Clamor for Steel. 


The steel market is phenomenal, In 
spite of several large additions to quo- 
tations during the last week or ten 
days, buying has increased in volume 
rather than diminished, and consumers 
aré said to be willing to pay substan- 
tial premiums for deliveries anywhere 
in the next three months for some prod- 
ucts and as far off as six months on 
some others. Unfilled tonnages are ex- 
pected to show a large increase for 
October, and the large amount of busi- 
ness now before the market suggests 
that November will be even a bigger 
month in the point of orders. With the 
railroads now being forced into the 
market for rails and cars, steel manu- 
facturers have the greatest period of 
activity in at least the next year, and 
possibly two years, ahead of them that 
has ever been witnessed in this coun- 
try. Buying of pig iron by steel com- 
panies for far ahead indicates that 
they are expecting their activity to 
continue for a long time. Without 
counting in advances in several prod- 
ucts made during the last few days, 
steel prices are now higher than they 
have been in five years. The average 


price of leading products at Pittsburg 
is above $34.50 a ton as compared with 
less than $31 a ton at.the end of 1914. 

Larger receipts battled with large 
exports for the position of controlling 
factor in the wheat market during the 
past week, but, as prices eased off a 
little, it is evident that for the moment 
the large movements of grain is con- 
sidered more important than large buy- 
ing for Kurope. 

Reaction Likely in Cotton, 


Leading authorities on cotton mar- 
ket conditions are still talking of a 
big reaction before a new advance can 
be seen in prices for the commodity, 
but the market still holds firm and 
there are some signs that the continued 
heavy rains in important parts of the 
cotton country will call off the large 
reaction altogether. Every new _ indi- 
cation is on the ‘side of fhe small-crop 
theory. and no one now predicts above 
12,500,000 bales, while the idea that 
less than 11,000,000 bales will be mar- 
keted from this crop is growing.

October 2338.—(Special.)—The 
cotton market today showed little rallying 
power. Nervousness was evidenced. The 
government ginning figures are to be is- 
sued at 10 o’clock Monday morning. 

The high prices recentiy prevailing has 
encouraged rapid picking and to a large 
extent early marketing. In our opinion the 
ginning figures, if heavy, will not indicate 
a large crop. They will simply reflect con- 
ditions as represented by desire on part of 
farmers to take advantage of prices, which, 
wholly unexpected, seem high trade in- 
terests, skeptical of maintenance of recent 
advance, and to a very large extent un- 
protected by futures on spot commitments 
made for efuture delivery, nervous over re- 
ports indicating a short crop, fare liable 
to enter the market aggressively on any de- 
cline. On the other hand, speculative longs 
are likely to liquidate heavily should the 
ginning figures be under general expecta- 
tion. Consequently, from our viewpoint, 
any decline after the issuance of Monday's 
report is apt to be short-lived, contrawise 
any advance is not likely to be sustained. 
The day’s operations, therefore, are likely 
to terminate in an average level between 
the extremes of high and low. 

Oil futures reacted slightly towards 
closing.

MENAGES RAILWAYS 


18 Per Cent of World’s Rich- 
est Nation’s Transportation 
Lines in Hands of Receiv- 
ers—Two-Thirds of Total 
in Southwest. 


New York, October 23.—One-sixth of 
the country’s total railway miileage is 
now in the hands of receivers, accord- 
ing to figures widely published this 
week. Not since the panic of 1893 has 
there been so mitch confessed insolven- 
cy on the part of our railroads, and that 
situation has raised a doubt in the 
minds of many as to whether, after 
all, the widely-heralded improvement 
in general trade has not been greatly 
exaggerated. On all sides, business men, 
who, honestly seeking -encourage- 
ment, are saying: “Yes, I hear a lot of 
talk about these war orders, but I am 
not in that line, and as yet I have failed 
to see any signs of returning pros- 
perity.” Beyond question, grounds ex- 
ist for such complaints; on the other 
han ’ however, indisputable facts can 
be cited to prove that the corner has 
been-turned in many lines of industry. 

As for the railway mileage now in 
the hands of receivers, this week’s fig- 
ures show that 66 per cent of the total 
is in the southwest. In fixing the re- 
sponsibility for that distressing situa- 
tion, the conclusion has been reached 
generally that the arnti-railroad laws, 
especially in Texas and Oklahoma, are 


to blame. That is a mistake. It is not 
difficult to prove that the railroads of 
the southwest have been greatly ha- 
rassed by unwise’‘laws. However, that 
legislation, as bad as much of it is, 
is not primarily responsible for the re- 
céiverships. But, before that subject 
is discussed, the question of the im- 
provement in the general business sit- 
uation can be dismissed. 

For months after the European war 
began, general trade in all of the states 
east of the Mississippi and south of the 
Ohio came to a halt because that sec- 
tion of the country depends upon Eu- 
rope to buy 60 per cent of its one 
money crop, cotton. That market was 
Suddenly cut off, just as the largest 
cotton crop on record was about to be 
harvested. According to figures com- 
piled by the government, the average 
cost of raising cotton is between 8% 
and 8% cents a pound. When the war 
broke out cotton was selling above 13 
cents a pound. Almost over night it 
dropped to 6% cents, or below the cost 
of production. With hundreds of mil- 
lions invested in fertilizer and labor, 
the south immediately began to develop 
Symptoms of financial distress. Instead 
of improving, the situation there grew 
steadily worse. That the _ turning 
point in that section of the country 
which suffered more than any other be- 
cause of the war has more than been 
reached is evident from the fact that 
the selling price of cotton has gradu- 
ally worked back until it is now close 
to 13 cents. In his annual report to 
shareholders, just issued, Fairfax Har- 
rison, president. of the Southern rail- 
way, said, in discussing the outlook: 
“The south enters the new year with a 
much more hopeful outlook, which, it is 
fairly expected, will be reflected in 
freight earnings.” 


Western Railroad Earnings Increase. 


In the west railroad earnings have 
already shown distinct signs of en- 
couragement. Only the grain carrying 
lines publish preliminary monthly gross 
earnings. For the month of November 
the preliminary statement, which in- 
cluded the returns of less than fifty 
companies, operating only 88,000 miles 
of track, showed a decrease in gross 
of no less than $62,246,000. For July 
those same roads showed a decrease 
of only $7,283,00; for August the de- 
crease was $3,890,000; last Saturday’s 
preliminary statement for September 
showed an increase of $708,000. This 
year’s movement of grain is unusually 
late, therefore, that increase came from 
general merchandise. The full returns 
for September will include 450 com- 
panies operating over 250,000 miles of 
track, and it is safe to predict, from 
the individual statements already at 
hand, that a substantial increase in 
gross will be reported. 

That prediction is based on the 
monthly report just made by the Amer- 
ican Railway association, showing that 
on October 1 the railroads of the coun- 
try had on their side tracks only 78,- 
299 idle freight cars, compared with 
183,569 on September 1, 265,364 on Au- 
gust 1, and 275,636 on July 1. On Oc- 
tober 7 the interstate commerce com- 
mission sent out broadcast a warning

A 
few days later officials of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio held a conference to de- 
termine methods for meeting threaten- 
ed car shortage. Following that meet- 
ing Howard Elliott. president of the 
New Haven, issued the following: 


Unable to Meet Needed Improvements, 


“During the last few years, from va- 
rious causes, the railroads of the coun- 
try have been unable to make such ad- 
ditions to tracks, yards, equipment and 
facilities as are now necessary to keep 
pace with the growth of business in 
the country. This is especially true in 
New England, and there is danger that 
there will not be trasnportation enough 
produce to meet the daily demands.” — 

In making the foregoing statement 
President Elliott knew the demands 
that were now being made on his com- 
pany, and he based his estimates of the 
country’s future requirements for trans- 
portation on such figures as have re- 
cently come to light. For instance, all

It 
has been shown that on the same day 
prices vary as much as one-half a 
cent a pound, or $2.50 
within 20 miles of each 
cost of transpoikation 
count for this.’’

Not a Drumhead Case. 

“Rut.” he continued, “the Cavell case 
was not some sudden discovery ealling 
drumhead court-martial on the 
of . battle. This was Brussels, 
where the Germans claim to have 
established an orderly government, 
comparable with their government at 
home, and have appointed there a civil 
governor.” 

Questioned regarding the method of 
dealing with military accusations 
against women in England, the home 
secretary replied: : 

“In the first place the accused per- 
son is brought before a tribunal which 
holds a preliminary inquiry, taking a 
summary of the evidence. The accused 
is always assisted by a lawyer, and a 
complete record of the evidence, oral 
and documentary, is given to the ac- 
cused. who is then allowed an interval 
to prepare for defense. 

“If the accused is a woman, the 
trial always takes place before a civil 
tribunal: if a man, he has the right 
to claim trial before-a civil court, in- 
stead of by court-martial, if he is a 
British subject. At the trial, whether 
miilitary or civil, the Iawyers for the 
defense have the same opportunities 
given the aecused in the ordinary 
course of peace times.” 

How England Treated German Woman. 


The secretary said there had been 
no cases in England precisely similar 
to that of Miss Cavell, but in cases of 
espionage, where the proof of guilt 
was indubitable and overwhelming, the 
same traditional privileges were allow- 
ed the accused. 

“In the last case involving a woman 
in this country,” said he, “the offender 
was of German birth though techni- 
cally the subject of another country, 
owing to marriage. She was acting in 
association with a male spy and was 
detached, traveling to various points 
in order to collect information about 
the navy defenses. 

The evidence against her was over- 
whelming and did not depend solely on 
witnesses, but also on documents in 
hér possession, and letters written by 
her and her associates. 

“Going through the preliminary pro- 
cedure as previously described, she 
was tried in September by three civil 
judges of our high court and a jury 
and was convicted, not of harboring 
German soldiers, but of deliberate, per- 
sistent spying for the purpose of pro- 
viding the enemy with important in- 
formation. Her male companion was 
condemned to death. She was sen- 
tenced to ten years’ imprisonment.” 

Reconsideration of Sentence. 

Sir John explained that in addition 
to the privileges for an adequate de- 
fense already mentioned, an opportuni- 
ty was always given for reconsidering 
sentence. In the case of a court-mar-

tial, reconsideration always took place 
in a civil court. .In such a case as 
that mentioned the ‘condemned person 
had the privilege of appealing to a 
court of criminal appeal and for con- 
sideration by home secretary, who 
would advise as to the prerogative of 
mercy. In the particular case referred 
to the woman did not appeal. 

The secretary was asked what cog- 
nizance was taken by the British gov- 
ernment of inquiries by neutral diplo- 
mags in this country in connection with 
trials for espionage or similar of- 
fenses. To this he replied: 

“In any case when the accused 
claimed to have connection with a neu- 
tral country we have not waited for 
application to be made tous. We have 
thought it right to give the neutral 
embassy information of the arrest. It 
has happened that in several cases the 
accused was carrying what he alleged 
to be a United States passport. In 
such cases, as in others, the American 
embassy has been consulted and so- 
licttors, as counsel .for the defense 
have been retained with the embassy’s 
approval.” be 


Interval Before Execution.

Amsterdam, October 23.—(Via Lon-

UARRANZA TROUPS 
10 GROSS BORDER 


Laredo, Texas, October 23.—-Permis- 
sion for 5,000 Carranza troops to jour- 
ney through American territory from 
here to Douglas, Ariz., where they will 
re-enter Mexico, has been granted by 
the United States government, accord- 
ing to reports here tonight. No troops 
have begun ¢o0 move yet. 


Washington, October 23.—Arrange- 
ments for passage through American 
territory of unarmed Carranza troops 
to reinforce the garrison at Agua 
Prieta were made after recognition of 
the de facto government, it was learn- 
ed here tonight. A _ precedent was 
established during the Madero re- 
gime, when the Taft administration al- 
lowed Mexican troops to cross Texas 
to reach points inaccessible by Mexican 
railroad lines. 

Since the United States now is deal- 
ing with recognized government in 
Mexico, no state of war exists there so 
far. as the American government is 
concerned and the movement of the 
Carranza troops is looked upon as a 
move to prevent fighting on the inter- 
national line at Agua Prieta with the 
possible injury to Americans in -Ari- 
zona. The reinforcements are expect- 
ed to enable General Calles, the Car- 
ranza commander at Agua Prieta, to 
defend the city aaginst any Villa at- 
— at a great distance from the bor- 
der. 

One of the peculiar 
Situation is that under 
status of the Carranza 
even if defeated at Agua Prieta, his 
troops would not be interned if they 
fled across the border, although their 
passage into the United States with 
arms in their possession might subject 
them to temporary detention.

San Francisco, October 23.—The 
United Daughters of the Confederacy 
brought their twenty-second annual 
convention to a close tonight with the 
selection of Dallas, Texas,. for next 
year’s meeting. 

A national boulevard, traversing the 
southern states and having its western 
terminal at San Diego, Cal., was advo- 
cated by the daughters. The Jefferson 
Davis highway is the proposed name 
of the road, which, according to the 
plan, would be built by the super- 
visors of the counties through which it 
passed. 

The convention, after hearing a re- 
port from Mrs. L. E. Williams, of An- 
chorage, Ky., on the bill before con- 
gress, petitioning that the civil war 
be known as “The War Between the 
States,” took the stand that the word 
“civil” was incorrectly applied to a 
conflict for a separate government. 


GHARLES JEWETT SWIFT 
1) DEAD OF PARALYSIS 


Columbus, Ga., October 23.—(Special.) 
Charles Jewett Swift, never recovering 
consciousness from the stroke of paral- 
ysis suffered Thursday night, died at 
the city hospital this morning at 6:40 
o'clock. 

In the passing of Mr. Swift, one of 
the most picturesque characters of Co- 
lumbus has gone. A brilliant man, a 
scholar and always a gentleman of the 
old school, he was loved by all who 
knew him. 

There was never a project for the 
zood of the community that he did not 
take an interest in, and on the evening 
he suffered the fatal stroke he had been 
attending a meeting furthering the in- 
terests of river development. He was 
an authority on the Chattahoochee, and 
had finished the government § with 
much detail concerning the stream, and 
to Rim is due the persistent efforts 
here to secure deeper water. 

As a writer he has written many his- 
torical articles for publication, and his 
book, “The Last Battle of the Civil 
War,” has been accepted by the United 
States war department as the official 
record. Magazines and newspapers 
from one end of the country to the 
other have printed his accounts of his- 
torical events, and they have all been 
known for their cleanly defined state- 
ments. 

The second stroke came with him ap- 
parently in the prime of life, certainly 
at his intellectual prime—only 60 years 
old. He is survived by his wife, who 
was the daughter of Governor Alcorn, 
of Mississippi; two daughters and one 
son, Alcorn Swift, all of Memphis: one 
brother, Edward Swift of Columbus, 
one sister, Mrs. J. P. Kyle. 

He was removed today from the city 
hospital to the home of his sister, where 
the funeral wiil~ take place Sunday 
afternoon at 4 o'clock. Dr. W. A. Car- 
ter will conduct the service, assisted 
by Dr. I. S. McElroy, and the inter. 
ment will be in the family lot at Lin- 
wood cemetery.

WOMEN PARADE, 
30,000 STRONG 


Five Thousand Men Also 
Marched for Suffrage in 
New York—Several Babies 
Pushed in Carriages by 
Mothers. 


New York, October 23.—Fifth avenue 
for four hours today was given over 
to the largest women’s suffrage pa- 
rade ever witnessed anywhere. It was 
the women’s appeal to place New York 
at the election on November 2 among 
the states which have given women 
the right to vote. 

Participated in by women from ev- 
ery state in the country and from more 
than twenty foreign countries, by wom- 
en from every phase of business, pro- 
fessional, educational, artistic and of- 
ficial life, the parade extended from 
Washington square to Central park, 
and although it began shortly after 3 
it was long after dark when 

marchers had finished. 
30,000 Women in Line. 

Suffrage leaders claimed that 30,000 
women were in line. In addition there 
were 5,000 men, representing, the lead- 
ers said, only about half of the men 
who had signed pledges that they 


would participate. Throughout the line 
of march the sidewalks, hotel balco- 
nies and windows of clubs, stores and 
apartment houses were filled with 
spectators. Both sides of Fifth avenue, 
with ,the yellow-bannergd women 
marchers moving between, were bank- 
ed with throngs of people, estimated 
by the police to exceed 200,000. All the 
side streets off the avenue were block- 
ed with automobiles, wagons and im- 
provised reviewing stands. There were 
thirty bands, and it was said 15,000 yel- 
low. banners. It required four hours 
and twenty minutes for the parade to 
pass any one of the reviewing stands. 

The weather was ideal, : with. the 
bright October sun illuminating the 
varied features of the pageant as it 
moved up the thoroughfare, where the 
noise of traffic had given way to mu- 
sic mingled with the cheers of women. 
A brisk breeze, fluttering the myriads 
of banners and streamers, gave a 
touch of lively animation to the pa- 
rade. As darkness fell the lights of 
shops still disclosed the seemingly 
endless lines of marchers, eight and 
sixteen abreast. It was 7:15 o’clock 
when the last section reached Central 
park. 

Babies Pushed by Mothers. 

Of the various features of the pa- 
rade none attracted more attention 
than several babies which were push- 
ed in baby carriages by their mothers 
and heralded by banners “Votes for 
Women.” 

One baby, wheeled by its mother, oc- 
cupied an open space half a block long. 
It was wildly cheered. 

New Jersey women, who lost their 
fight for suffrage in that state in the 
election Tuesday, carried a placard in- 
scribed: “Delayed, but not defeated.” 

It was stated by Miss Alberta Hill, 
the grand marshal, who led the march 
riding on a horse draped in purple, 
white and green, that every depart- 
ment of business and professional life, 
from factories to colleges, were repre- 
sented and women prominent on the 
stage, in art and society took part as 
officials. 

Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, Dr. Mary 
Walker, Mrs. Herbert Carpenter, Mrs. 
Norman DeR. Whitehouse, Miss Rosalie 
Jones. Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt and 
Miss Fola La Follette were among the 
scores of women who headed various 
sections. : 

Fifteen hundred policemen and hun- 
dreds of detectives were on duty along 
the line of parade. It was the verdict 
of the police that so many thousands 
of women kept notably straight lines 
and uniformly good step. 

Mayor Mitchel, with prominent city 
officials and judges, reviewed the pa- 
rade near Forty-second street. 

The chief object of today’s parade 
was to urge men to vote on November 
2 in favor of a proposed amendment 
to the state constitution to give women 
the right to vote.

PROSPERITY SIENS 
SFEN EVERYWHERE 


Bank Clearings Show an 
Increase of More Than 
$8,000,000 Over the Same 
Week of Last Season. 


In the last several days the evi- 
dences of prosperity in Georgia have 
come thick and fast for those who 
have cared to look for them. 

With a steadily ascending market 
for cotton during the last several 
weeks the farmer hag been able to 
command a good price for one of the 
cheapest cotton crops he has ever 
raised. 

The compilation of the bank clear- 
ings of the week just passed showed 
that the week’s clearings for Atlanta, 
which represents to a very substantial 
degree not only the increased circula- 
tion in ‘Georgia, but in the entire 
southeast, recorded a tremendous gain 
over the total clearings for the corre- 
sponding week of last year, so much 
so, in fact, that Atlanta might well 


‘have been proud in the booming days 


before the war. 

The week just passed showed an in- 
crease of $8,721,834.19 over the total 
clearings for the corresponding week 
of 1914. 

The week’s total amounted to $21,- 
967,437.50. The total for the corre- 
sponding week of last year was only 
$13,246,053.31. The increase of the 
week just passed over the week im- 
mediately previous to it was the sub- 
stantial figure of $1,951,867.55. 

Further evidence of money abroad 
in the land is the optimistic statement 
of President Markham, of the Illinois 
Central railroad, which controls the 
Central of Georgia, who was in Atlan- 
ta on Saturday. 

He indicated that both the Illinois 
Central and the Central of Georgia are 
increasing their equipment and rolling 
stock to meet a present tremendous 
increase in traffic and an expected 
greater increase. There can be no bet- 
ter indication of flourishing business 
conditions than the prosperity of the 
railroads. The arteries of commerce 
are the pulse of prosperity. 

Increase in ratiroad business in At- 
lanta and the south has also brought 
about better conditions for labor, as is 
indicated in the announcement Sunday 
that the Southern railway shops in At- 
lanta are now: running eight hours a 
day six days in the week with a full 
force of men. This return to normal 
conditions follows a period when there 
was only one day of work a week and 
later an increase to five days. 

The conditions in the Southern shops 
are not extraordinary, for similar con- 
ditions are found in other shops. 

Labor union officials report that the 
labor situation in Atlanta is now in 
splendid shape.

It is asserted that a postmortem ex- 
amination hetd over the body of Mrs. 
Clark Warren has substantiated the 
fact that her neck was broken. An 
analysis of the woman's stomach 
velops that there was no evidence of 
arsenic, giving further strength to the 
suspicions of murder. 

Itis alleged that J. B. Warren ordered 
a coffin from a local undertaking 
tablishment a very short time after 
the death, and did not notify Mrs. Fer- 
guson, mother of Mrs. Warren, of her 
daughter’s death, though she lived only 
a short distance away. 

According to prominent citizens in 
the vicinity of the alleged crime, a 
man by the name of Singletry, living 
about 75 yards from the scene of the 
tragedy, makes a statement that con- 
tradicts in seyeral important particu- 
lars statements made by the prisoners. 
He alleges that he heard the woman 
scream several times, as if she was be- 
ing attacked and was calling for help. 

It is further alleged that conflicting 
statements were given by J. B. War- 
ren as to the description of the bottle 
from which Mrs. Warren is said to 
have taken poison. A bottle, said to 
have contained the strychnine, has been 
produced by Clark Warren. It is re- 
ported in the neighborhood that the 
Warrens were seen in a Cordele drug 
Store at a late hour at night shorily 
following the alleged crime. Clements 
is a nephew of the Warrens.

Dams Already Built to Aid 
In Making River Navigable 


Columbus, Ga., October 23.—(Special.) 
Atlanta is approximately 1,000 feet 
above sea level, and Columbus has an 
altitude of 300 feet. Thus the level 
of the Chattahoochee river at Columbus 
is about 700 feet lower than _ the 
stream’s level at Atlanta. Over half 
of this great drop, affording one of the 
greatest waterpowers in the south, is 
found in the 35 miles between Colum- 
bus and West Point, for in this dis- 
tance the stream falls 34 feet. 

In making the river navigable be- 
tween Atlanta and Columbus the stretch 
between West Point and Columbus will 
be a very important section by reason 


of this unusual] fall, but the problem 
is already half solved by the great 
dams that have been erected. , Prac- 
tically within the city limits of Colum- 
bus three dams have been built. At 
Goat Rock, nearly 20 miles north of 
Columbus, one of the really great dams 
of the south has been built by the 
Columbus Power company. The manu- 
facturing interests at West Point and 
vicinity, controlling the water front 
for quite a number of miles, already 
have more than one dam, and so the 
Chattahoochee river in this 35-mile 
stretch, while not completely § locked 
and dammed, as it may be some day, 
is already reasonably @vell dammed.

What this means to the comfort 
and good cheer of these families dur- 
ing the winter months may . be 
imagined.

The supervisor of all canning clubs 
in Georgia is Miss Lois Dowdle, an ac- 
complished young lady from Rome, Ga., 
who, after several years’ experience in 
the field work of canning clubs, has 
taken special training at Cornell uni- 
versity and has now undertaken to su- 
pervise a course in household econom- 
ies for the canning club girls. Thus, 
the work of the girls, like that of the 
boys, is broadening in a very whole- 
some way. : 

The foundation for all this work {is 
the appropriation by congress for this 
purpose in the Smith-Lever act. This 
fund is supplemented by a portion of 
the funds of the State College of agri- 
culture. Under the Smith-Lever 
the administration of this fund goes 
through the State College of Agricul- 
ture under the general direction of Dr. 
Andrew Sule, its president. 

KMver since the inauguration of the 
Georgia corn show by the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce five years ago, 
Dr. Soule and J. Phil Campbell have 
co-operated cordially with the Atlanta 
chamber in making this show a suc- 
cess, and they are now, extending the

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SHIPMENT OF GASOLINE Stops Construction of Building 


NOT OF PROPER PRAVITY, Rather Than Oust Old V eteran 


More Than Fifty Tests Have 
Been Made With Failure 
in Each Case. 


The statement was made yesterday 
from the state oil inspecting depart- 
ment that a large shipment of gaso- 
line received at Savannah in the past 
few days, and jdistributed over the 
state, has failed to come up to the 
proper gravity test. Samples of the 
gasoline, it is said, have been taken 
and forwarded to the state department, 
where they were tested by the state 
chemist and in every instance found 
to measure below the test shown on 
the label. 

More than fifty tests have been made 
of gasoline from various places in the 
state, and each report shows failure 
of the gasoline to test as marked. 
All the reports are being held until 
the return to Atlanta of Commissioner 
J. D. Price, when they will be sub- 
mitted to him for his decision on 
whether or not prosecutions shall be 
brought under the provistons of the in- 
spection law, or whether these cases 
will be passed over and some other 
method employed to better ihe gasoline 
conditions throughout the state. 

Further complaints have been re- 
ceived by the department on the in- 
creases from time to time in the prices 
charged by both wholesalers and re- 
tailers.

They had better not risk it in pursuit 
of other ‘gods.’” 

I am much impressed by the new re- 
sponsibility men seem to be feeling in 
the social reforms. Their conversations 
on the subject are edifying. IJ am 
noting them for future use. when the 
craze is over for symposiums of wom- 
en's views on the responsibilities men 
have no right. to throw off on women.

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SIR GILBERT PARKER’S LETTER. 

Replying to an editorial in The Constitu- 
tion of September 12, commenting upon two 
war publicity pamphlets sent to The Con- 
stitution from London by Sir Gilbert. Parker, 
and evidently given general distribution, Sir 
Gilbert writes to The Constitution, of which 
he says he has “long been a reader and it 
has never failed to interest me’’—a pleasing 
tribute from one of the world’s most emi- 
nent men of letters. 

He takes exception to our condemnation 
of the action of Great Britain in closing neu- 
tral ports to American trade. The communi- 
cation is published elsewhere on this page. 

While Sir Gilbert is not at the head of 
the “English press bureau,’ it is none the 
less true that many of the most important 
public documents on the English side of the 
distin-

stitution commented upon the fact that the 
two pamphlets referred to came from him, 
as evidence of the fact that their contents 
deserved more than ordinary consideration. 
In one of these pamphlets, Julian Corbett, 
writing on “The Specter of Navalism,” said: 
“We at least knew and still know 
that in the. collective existence of na- 
tions there are certain fundamentals 
on which no man can lay his hand and 
live. In the statecraft of a maritime 
people the most sacred of these funda- 
mentals is the freedom of the seas. As 
the sun ts for warmth and the rain of 
heaven to quicken the seed, so is the 
ocean a highway along which all men 
must be free to pass upon their busi- 
ness. That is an irreducible factor in 
sane world politics. Nothing but the 
raw imaginings of inexperience could 
regard it otherwise, and an old maritime 
hand would as soon tamper with it as 
forbid the sun to shine or the rain to fall. 
“It is the men who go down to the 
sea in ships and occupy their business 
in the great waters—these men see the 
wonders of the Lord; and the greatest 
of these wonders is the mysterious 
power which brings swift punishment 
to all who are disloyal to the free 
spirit of the sea. It is because Ger- 
many did not realize in time that over- 
sea commerce can only prosper by free 
intercourse that she lost the great trade 
which the Hansa had set up. It is 
hecause the Anglo-Saxon has this truth 
ingrained in his bones that his trade 
has withstood all assaults.” 


Commenting on this, The Constitution 
said: 

“What an indictment is there con- 
tained of England’s own attitude in shut-

From Sir Gilbert’s 
dently the British contention that whatever 
“the freedom of the seas” may mean in time 
of peace, it has an entirely different mean- 
ing in time of war. 

We agree with our distinguished corre- 
spondent that there is a difference between 
sea traffic conditions in peace and war, but 
we by no means yield to the argument that 
the difference is so sweeping as to abrogate 
entirely in time of war the freedom that con- 
trols ocean trade among neutrals in time of 
peace. 

This country has never contended that 
Great Britain has not the right to establish 
and maintain a complete embargo by block- 
ade or otherwise against outside traffic to 
ports of those countries with which she is 
at war. 

But we do contend that Great Britain has 
no right to close neutral ports to neutral 
shipping on the ground that contraband car- 
goes may be slipped in her enemies’ back 
doors if permitted free access to neutral 
ports. 

The best evidence of the fact that the 
British attitude is untenable and particularly 
unjust to this country is the fact that her 
own merchantmen are carrying into neutral 
ports the very same character of merchan- 
dise that is denied entrance to these ports 
when it crosses the ocean under the Ameri- 


can flag.

It appears to The Constitution that the 
diplomatic bungling which has caused Great 
Britain and its allies so much unnecessary 
trouble in the Balkans, has dominated its 
negotiations with this country in the matter 
of our international ocean trade rights. 

There never has been a doubt that the 
general sentiment of this country has been, 
and is now, strongly in favor of the allies 
against the central powers. The Constitution 
has always believed, and we believe now, 
that the best interests of humanity and the 
world-at-large will be served by the triumph 
of the forces which are struggling against 
world militarism. But we believe none the 
less that British blundering is steadily less- 


ening what was the almost universal sym- 


pathy of those countries not directly engaged 
in the fatal struggle now shaking all Europe. 
Sir Gilbert cites the Spanish-American 
war as an illustration of the fact that ocean 
trade conditions may be changed with war. 
If Great Britain plants itself upon the prece- 
dent established by this country in our war 
with Spain, and does nothing more to in- 
terfere with our trade with neutral countries 
than we did to interfere with the trade of 
other neutral countries during the Spanish- 
American war we will be entirely content. 


AT THE BARGAIN COUNTER. 

The far sweep of. the Austro-German 
armies, the victories to their credit in push- 
ing Russia back—Russia that will not stay 
back!—the action of Bulgaria in aiding the 
Teuton invasion of Serbia, have made little 
kingdoms that feel the reflected force of 
the war-fires careful of their attitude. 

The Bulgarian monarch frankly admitted 
that it was a gamble with him, but that 
having been handed a “tip’’ and promised the 
earth—which was what he asked for—he had 
cast Bulgaria’s lot with what he thought 
would be the winning side. He played for 
safety. 

That—with certain differences in their 
favor—is what Greece and Rumania appear 
to be doing. They are looking well before 
they leap. The big bait of Cyprus seems not 
to have been sufficient to win Greece over. 
What is now demanded is assurance of 
stronger allied support, and until such as- 
surance is given—is in evidence—the allies 
need not count on them. There musn’t be 
any risks in the game: If they play at all, 
they play to Win. Unless that is a foregone 
conclusion, the neutrality attitude for them! 

The world doesn’t like to see Greece any- 
where near the bargain counter. To place 
herself in that attitude is to violate all patri- 
otic tradition—enough to stir the dust of her 
great dead to action, and make her real 
patriots chant with that English poet and 
lover of Greece who died for her: 


“Clime of the unforgotten brave, 
Whose land from plain to mountain cave 
Was Freedom's home, or Glory’s grave! 
Shrine of the Mighty! Can it be : 
That this is all remains of thee?” 


Venizelos, speaking for Greece, has 
broader vision than all the rest of them com- 
bined. He is the one outstanding statesman 
in whose presence even a king seems small, 
and from the first he raised his voice in 
protest against a do-nothing policy. He did 
not want Greece to hesitate—to occupy her 
present doubtful position. But he could not 
prevail with the brother-in-law king. 

But events are swiftly forming now, and 
the patriotic prediction is that Greece will 
redeem herself by silencing all criticism— 
by doing all that is expected of her as Greece 
can when stirred by a high sense of duty and 
patriotism. 


BOOSTING FISH AS FOOD. 


Anyone who is interested can write fo 
the United States Bureau of Fisheries and 
have sent him a little booklet describing 
100 ways to prepare and ‘serve oysters; or 
another telling thirty or more ways of cook- 
ing and serving canned salmon, and still 
others, among which is one giving twelve 
different recipes for cooking the tile fish. 

The bureau is particularly proud of its 
work in connection with the tile fish, to 
which it has devoted much of its propaganda 
boosting fish as a food. © The tile fish, ac- 
cording to the bureau, is one of the best and 
most tasty of food fishes in the sea. It is 
also plentiful, and it is figured that with a 
big and easy catch it ought to be about as 
cheap a good food as anybody would want 
to indulge in. 

The tile fish is not a new one. It was 
discovered in 1879 and caught in great 
quantity about the 100-fathom line south of 
Nantucket Island. But the tile fish as food 
is an entirely new proposition, and the 
bureau has had no small difficulty in edu- 
cating even a very few of the fish-eating 
public to appreciation of it. At last, how- 
ever, its efforts are about to be crowned 
with success, for the tile fish is on sale and 
is beginning to grow in popularity in the 
fish markets of New York and one or two 
other eastern cities. It is something of a 
victory for the bureau to have opened a new 
and valuable source of food supply, and one 
which promises well. 

In this period of high-priced living the 
bureau of fisheries is performing a genuine 
public service by directing attention to here- 
tofore neglected food possibilities in fish. 
Fish are to be had in almost unlimited 
quantity, and they have scarcely risen in 
price in the last quarter of a century. 

It is a peculiar fact that the chief con- 
sumers. of fish in the United States are for- 
eigners, and foremost, perhaps, among them 
The German government 


Fishing vessels are exempted from 
tonnage dues, and cooking schools are main- 
tained in Berlin and other cities, in normal 
times, where the people are taught how to 


; 


ample precedent for its efforts, and it is not 
so much a question of building an industry 
as it is of educating the public to the value 
of fish as a food. There are several kinds 
of fish common in the market the country 
over, which, pound for pound, are the equiv- 
alent of meat or more in food value, and 
they cost about half as much. 

When the bureau finally succeeds in 
making the public generally understand this 
it will not only have built a great industry, 
but it will come pretty near changing the 
national diet. 


WELCOME THE BOYS AND GIRLS 

Within a few weeks Atlanta will be 
called upon to entertain nearly 3,000 of Geor- 
gia Corn Club boys and Canning Club girls, 
who are coming here with exhibits for the 
Corn Show of the Southeastern Fair associa- 
tion to be held at Lakewood, November 16-19. 
These boys and girls will come from every 
part of Georgia, and Atlanta is asked, as 
heretofore, to accord them the hospitality 
of the homes of its people. 

There will be more youthful visitors this 
year than ever before and undoubtedly the 
exhibits they will bring with them will be 
record-breakers. The people of Atlanta are 
not asked to open their homes to these 
young people as a matter of philanthropy 
or charity, for perhaps every one of them 
are able to take care of themselves. But 
when they first came here it was thought 
that it would be a good thing from every 
standpoint to have them enter the homes 
of our people in order that the contact may 
be mutually beneficial, and that this has 
been the result has been increasingly mani- 
fested each year. 

So by all means let us open our homes 
to these boys and girls who are doing so 
much for the development of the state. Let 
us extend them the right hand of fellow- 
ship, open not only our doors, but our hearts 
to them, give them a good time while they 
are here and send them back with good 
impressions of the genuineness of our 
welcome. 

The committee in charge of the matter 
of securing entertainment for the boys and 
girls is now at work, and there is not a 
home in the city which should not take 
care of from two to a dozen of them. We 
have no doubt that the response will be 
prompt and plentiful. 


TOO FREE WITH THE FLAG. 


A citizen who says he “uses the hyphen” 
writes to The New York Sun of reasons for 
what is charged to be lack of respect for the 
American flag. 

In his opinion “it does not require acute 
observation to determine the cause of this 
apparent indifference,’ which is given as 
follows: 


It simply exists for no other reason 
than that the American flag is made 
so common. It is used at all possible oc- 
casions, whether suitable or not. I have 
even seen the American flag used by a 
vaudeville performer to have his trained 
dogs jump over it, and the spectators 
sat calmly by, and not one raised a pro- 
test against what seemed to me, a hy- 
phenated American, a gross insult to the 
flag. 
If such things can happén in a large 
community without anyone even taking 
notice of it, then your readers should 
not wonder any longer at the indiffer- 
ence shown to the flag in the street. 


The point is made that no foreigner 
would think of taking such freedom with his 
country’s flag. It would not be tolerated. 

The instances given of the uses to which 
the flag is put in this country do not really 
mean that there is any lack of respect for it 
on the part of Americans; they may be due 
to thoughtlessness, on the one hand, and a 
cheap desire to get a hurrah from the crowd 
on the other. 

But there is no doubt that the flag is 
made too common. The flaunting of it on 


any and every occasion—often the most in- 


appropriate—certainly does not tend to in- 
spire respect. 

What is set forth in this foreign-born 
citizen’s' communication is commonly wit- 
nessed in all large cities throughout the 
country. 

Criticism of the uses to which the flag 
is put is just. Instead of subjecting it to 
any critical comment, the people should in- 
stinctively be in harmony with the spirit of 
the patriotic command: “Hats off! The 
Flag is passing by.” 


WHY EDISON KEEPS YOUNG. 


“F feel like a prince, and I’m going to 
travel to San Francisco like a prima donna.” 

So said Thomas A. Edison to the re- 
porters, as he boarded a train for the Pana- 
ma-Pacific exposition. 

And the story relates that he 
few lively dance-steps to prove it.” 

After all, interest in work and the de- 
sire to excel the best he has yet done keeps 
aman young. It igs the constant going on 
“from strength to strength;” no matter how 
great has been the accomplishment, the 
greatest is to come. 

It has been said of Edison that he is 
“different” in that he doesn’t stop to count 
his triumphs: Not long since, in a sani- 
tarium, he said: ‘I can’t rest here: I must 
get out; I must work!” 

Other inventors have been men of one 
invention and have been content to retire 
on the fame and wealth it brought them. 
They did not have an Edison’s unresting 
spirit, which is the spirit of genius and 
work—right in line with the world’s 
progress.

Some of those who have returned from 
their excursion to the Pacific coast and who 
took advantage of the opportunity which the 
visit afforded to gain information respecting 
the business and financial conditions, partict- 
larly in California, have brought back an 
interesting and almost paradoxical statement. 
They learned that the effect of the European 
war, which was felt immediately after the 
war began upon the Atlantic coast and the 
mid-west, was not observed in California 
until shortly after the opening of the expo- 
sition. The depressing influence occasioned 
by the war appears tohave spread slowly 
westward until at last it has reached the 
Pacific coast. It. has been especially harmful 
in the fruit-growing districts of California. 

When it is recalled that for several years 
the money value of California’s fruit harvest 
has been approximately forty millions each 
year, then some idea can be obtained of the 
demoralization to that industry which the 
European war has caused. California since 
her fruit industry was so finely developed 
has exported large amounts of fruits, par- 
ticularly dried and canned fruits. Almost 
all the fresh fruits are marketed in the 
United States. A large and rapidly increasing 
export business of California’s fruits has 
formed one of the chief features of Cali- 
fornia’s agricultural industry and foreign 
trade. 


Expected Large Demand. 

The presumption was strong last fall or 
in the early winter that the war might lead 
to a larger demand than ever for California 
fruit, canned, preserved and dried. But to 
the astonishment and dismay of the fruit 
growers no demand has been made. Cali- 
fornia’s fruit was unsurpassed this year in 
quality and quantity. In normal times it 
would have represented from thirty-six to 
forty millions. Upon returns of this kind 
no small part of the prosperity of California, 
and especially southern California, depended. 
This year the fruit has either remained un- 
touched or as it has fallen to the ground has 
been fed to the hogs. When the farmers 
applied to the canneries so that they might 
learn what to expect in the way of sales they 
were told that the canneries had already 
on hand a considerable part of the fruit that 
was grown last vear. The sole market now 
for it is ‘in the United States. Apparently the 
nations which are at war look upon canned 
fruits as something apart from their neces- 
sities. 

The result of the inability to market much 
the greater part of California’s fruit harvest 


| this year is notable in the stagnation which 


characterizes the real estate business. Buy- 
ing and selling of real property, particularly 
of farm lands, have in the past been among 
the features which characterized California’s 
prosperity. This year there is practically no 
market for real estate, and this stagnation 
has ‘been especially felt in the city of Los 
Angeles and its vicinity. 

Another effect of the EKuropean war is a 
practical embargo upon the export of beef 
cattle. Some of the herders who have large 
droves in Texas have been compelled to aban- 
don any attempt to market these cattle. 
Heretofore they have exported the cattle. 
The difficulty in this case, however, is not 
due to lack of demand. The cattle dealers 
could easily market their stock and at good 
prices, but they cannot secure vessels in 
which to transport them. For that reason 
a practical embargo upon the export of cattle 
from the California coast now exists. 

Plenty of Money. 

On the other hand, California can export, 
if not by water at least by rail, to gulf 
ports her splendid wheat harvest of this 
year. The state has matched, relatively 
speaking, in its wheat harvest that which 
has been secured in other states. The de- 
mand for wheat is so great that if it were 
impossible to secure vessels which would 
transport it to other lands it would pay to 
ship it by rail to New Orleans, Galveston or 
Hiouston, Texas, where steamers can sooner 
or later be chartered. Although the fruit 
harvest of California is understood so far as 
the export trade is concerned to be a failure, 
in spite of the fact that there never was 
more tuscious fruit and in larger quantity 
grown in California, on the other hand money 
in great amounts has been brought from other 
parts of the country by visitors to the exposi- 
tion. One of those who returned this morn- 
ing from California said that he had been in- 
formed upon reliable authority that the vis- 
itors to the exposition were leaving about 
$250,000 a dav in San Francisco, and this 
money will stay there, to be utilized by the 
banks and borrowers in financial or commer- 
cial undertakings. There is no doubt about 
the financial success of the exposition. It 
is sure to establish a record in this respect. 
The wonder is whether after it is ended San 
Francisco will experience the same reaction 
which other communities in which exposi- 
tions have been held have in the past experi- 
enced. But the fact tHat the exposition itself 
is a financial success and that money in large 
amounts has been taken to San Francisco 
and is to remain there tends to the opinion 
that San Francisco is not to pass through 
a season of reaction after the fair is ended 
similar to that felt by Philadelphia, Chicago, 
Buffalo, Omaha and other cities in which 
expositions of this kind were held. 

One of the reports brought in from Chi- 
cago which illustrates the stagnation of the 
fruit industry tells of the sale by a wine 
manufacturer of a very large amount of 
ciaret for which he was glad to get ten cents 
a gallon. Were it not for the exploitation and 
development which are now in progress in 
Alaska the probabilities are that Seattle 
would feel in some degree the depressing in- 
fluence of the European war which has with- 
in a few weeks been widely felt in California.

For the 
big Coca-Cola building with its twelve floors 
above the ground leyel and its sixteen acres 
of floor space, houses more than a score of 
big business undertakings and furnishes 
them with heat, light and power ata fixed 
charge. This mammoth plant represents not 
merely one industry, but the grouping of 
many independent industries. Within the 
towering walls of this great building there 
is a varied industrialism sufficient to sus- 
tain a town of 10,000 population.

Editor Constitution: In your issue of Sep- 


tember 12 an editorial appears commenting 


upon the pamphlet called “The Specter ef : 


Navalism,” by Mr. Julian Corbett, which I 
sent to you for your consideration. 

I have read the article carefully, 
appears to me that you have mistaken Mr. 
Corbett’s interpretation of the words “the 
freedom of the seas.” In Mr. Corbett’s view 
the freedom of the seas does not mean that 
in time of war there shall be no blockade, no 
contraband, and that ships of all ‘belligerent 
and of all neutral nations shall pass to and 
fro on the ocean as in time of peace.

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NIAGARA FALLS.

Niagara Falls is a small body of water 
stood up on end and entirely surrounded by 
souvenirs. 

It is the largest piece of perpendicular 
wetness in the world, and if it were not for 
the noise made by the tourists and the hotel 
runners in the vicinity its roar could be 
heard for many miles. 

Niagara Falls is the terminus of naviga- 
tion on the Great Lakes. At a point within 
easy walking distance of 1,100 hotels, the 
Niagara river, half a mile wide, suddenly 
falls without any warning whatever over 
a precipice 164 feet high, forming the grand- 
est sight in the universe, not excepting the 
horseshoe circle at New York grand opera. 
It is estimated that 500,000 people a year 
visit this cataract and most of them encour- 
age “it by having their photographs taken 
while standing beside it with an air of ap- 
proval. 

Niagara Falls was discovered by La Salle, 
who became aware of its presence while try- 
ing to paddle a canoe from Montreal to the 
Gulf of Mexico. He remained several months 
in the vicinity and came away without buy- 
ing a single picture postal card, thus making 
a record which has never since been eyualed. 
At this time Niagara was in a very wild and

uncivilized state. Shortly after the revolu- 
tion, however, the cataract was captured by 
the hackmen and has been in a state of cap- 
tivity ever since.

It cooks the meals of Buf- 
falo on electric ranges, heats the milk for 
the Buffalo babies, does the washing and 
runs the sewing machines in ten thousand 
homes, and at night, when other tojlers are 
in bed, it must supply the lights for half a 
hundred towns, while an operator in overalls 
turns a searchlight on it and exhibits it to 
tourists at 25 cents apiece. 

All this in New York state, which spends 
$100,000 a year protecting the horse from 
overwork.

“Don’t overlook your own  state- 
ments, for an overcharge made to one 
of your regular customers: is apt to 
prove one of the most expensive er- 
rors that can be made.

Pre- Convention Suggestion 


Writing editorially in The American Club Woman, Mrs. McDonald says 
a number of things that are timely just before an annual meeting: 

“Brevity is coming to be the touchstone of efficiency in club work.” 
~\ “The clever woman rehearses her speech over and over again beforehand 
until she is certain that it can be delivered within the time given her.” 

“A written report can usually be improved by condensing it within a 
ten-minute or three-minute space.” 

“It requires experience to think rapidly and effectively upon one’s feet, 
but really most of us can tell about all we know in a few minutes.” 

“Audiences like to hear several brief addresses rather than one of con- 
siderable length, unless the speaker be an expert of national reputation.” 

“Curiously enough the audience never seems to think it has missed any- 
thing by what has been left unsaid, although the speaker may ruefully assure 
her friends: ‘My very best points were left out; I was coming to them.’” 

Through the General Federation Magazine, Mrs. H. S. Prentiss Nichols, 
president of the new Century club of Philadelphia, has sent her idea of a 


committee, which follows: 

“A committee is a person or persons appointed by a larger number or by 
an organized body, to give special attention to some matter or to perform 
some. service.” So says the Standard Dictionary. Roberts, in his Rules of 
Order, defines a committee as “a miniature assembly that must meet together 
amd says: “These may either be standing 


in order to transact business,” 


committees, which are appointed for some definite time; select committees, | 


appointed for a special purpose, or a committee of the whole consisting of 
the entire assembly.” This makes a committee a very responsible and 
important body to which is committed a solemn trust, and “it is required of 


stewards that they be found faithful.” 

Mrs. Prentiss says further: “As the committee cannot rise to a higher 
standard than that of its component parts, its members, it may be well to 
consider briefly what constitutes a good committee member.’ She then 
quotes the fcliowing suggestions: 

The woman who is willing to work, not the woman who complains of it. 

The woman who forgets her own individuality in her zeal for the club, 
and who can sink her own personal preference and work with the majority 
for the good of the whole. 

The woman who has the courage to 
woman who is fearful of possible failure and 
criticism. 

The woman who gives earnest thought to the business in hand, not the 
woman who arrives late and with her mind full of some other matter. 

The woman who pays due heed to parliamentary law and practice, and 
has regard to parliamentary courtesy. 

The woman who is steadfast and can be relied upon. 

A committee composed of women such as that, who have a high sense 
of honor and obligation, will unfailingly do good work, whether as chairmen 
or members of committees or members of the whole body.

The two things which we most de- 
Sire to emphasize are the work of co- 
operating with the department of agri- 
culture in Washington or learning 
what that department has to offer the 
housewife and the references along:

of agriculture are available to every one through the farmers’ bulletins. |

Nutrition investigations have been carried on with the definite view of im- 
proving the diet of the people. This work is now extended to include investi- 
gations in the relative utility of agricultural products for clothing and other 
uses in the home as well as food. Dr. Charles F. Langworthy directs the 
home economics investigations, and these are under the general supervision 
of Dr. True, head of the states relation service office of experiment stations. 

At the Chicago biennial the following resolution was adopted: 

“Resolved, That this convention, in full recognition of the rights and 
privileges of the individual, places itself on record as heartily in favor of the 
movement for simple, becoming and modest designs in women’s clothes.” 

In asking the states to act upon this resolution at their annual meetings, 
the statement is made that this resolution did not emanate from the home 
economics deparment, but naturally falls to this section of the federation to 
promote and carry out. 

A mistaken impression seems to have been induced that this was the 
beginning of a dress reform campaign, when in reality the work being done 
by the general federation as the result of that resolution, and the recommen- 
dations of the home economics department following it, relate to a purely 
educational campaign dealing with the whole question of clothing in all its 
different aspects from textiles to shopping. The home economics department 
is properly anxious to tormulate ideas and standards in the art, hygiene, 
economics and ethics of clothing and textiles. They are urging upon all club 
women serious attention to the economic effect of our too frequently chang- 
ing styles and the need of establishing a higher standard of simple, womanly 
living in this division of the family budget as well as in other lines. While 
home economics is placed in the agricultural departments of our government 
and colleges, it is not a rural problem. But “agriculture is the practical art 
most nearly parallel to housekeeping.” 

These problems concern every one who lives. Feeling that the work 
being done by the department of agriculture was not fully understood and 
appreciated, the home economics department of the general federation de- 


cided to dvote a considerable part of its work to the dissemination of gov- | 


ernment information and to the establishment of the connection between the 
work of the department of agriculture, home economic work, and the homes 
of the people.

It builds tissue or body 
muscle. Fat is next. Carbohydrate is 
in the body. 

Study of Cooking. 

A systematic sxudy of cooking should 
be a fundamental part of the educa- 
tion of all home-makers or prospec- 
tive home-makers. Learn not only to 
be a good cook, but learn 
much to cook to nourish your 
family. The secret of thrift is knowl- 
edge. A knowledge of cooking and 
sanitation saves income and even life 
itself. 

Some one has said that a doctor is a 
tinker and a cobbler compared to a 
cook; that he can only repair damages, 
while a scientific cook can keep people 
well.

Pressure and Bodily [lls—How 


It Won Ice

O PEOPLE live at a faster pace 
NY om do Americans. Scientists claim 

that unusual liberty, a cool climate, 
prosperity and plenty of food have com- 
bined to create a race which burns up more 
energy per capita in a day than other na- 
tions do in much longer periods. 

Americans often refer to the fact that a 
man or woman is working “at high pres- 
sure,” but seldom do they give thought to 
the significance of their remark. 

It is now known that a simple test can 
be made which will show whether man is 
normal or not, physically ill, mentally dis- 
traught or a victim of a secret drug habit. 
This test is that of taking the blood pres- 
sure. 

If for any reason the blood pressure is 
raised the blood circulates more freely 
through the brain as well as through other 
parts of the body, giving a feeling of buoy- 
ancy and confidence. The man who is 
working at a terrific rate, however, must 
have a high blood pressure, which, if con- 
tinued above a safe normal point, will result 
in the “burning up” of his vital forces, re- 
sulting in many organic as well as nervous 
disorders. 


Test Chief Reliance. 


As most every one knows who has 
bought life insurance in the last five years, 
the blood-pressure test has lately become 
one of the stand-bys of the insurance ex- 
aminer. It’s the fashion to take a man’s 
blood pressure, and to let him in or out on 
that record. And at a time when middle- 
aged men and younger ones buy insurance 
—or try to—and when diseases of the cir- 
culatory system are very prevalent, espe- 
cially among bustness men, there is a good 
deal of reason in the dependence put 
upon it. 

But there are exceptions to its rulings, 
and a few shrewd insurance examiners are 
beginning to discover that high blood pres- 
sure is not always as deadly as it looks. 
It’s a serious symptom, always, but it 
doesn’t always mean serious disease. Some-

times it’s a symptom of serious overstrain, 
and may mean not much more than that 
the man who owns it ought to change his 
job, Just as a man may sometimes cure his 
headache by leaving off coffee or ceasing to 
eat bananas. 

So many of these cases of excessive and 
dangerous blood pressure have been found 
to result from habits of life that can be 
changed that the publie ought to be awake 
to the consequences of working itself too 
hard. The severely strained business or 
professional man—and some others—ought 
to be told for his comfort that there are 
ways to avoid, and sometimes to evade, a 
great part of the dangers to which exces- 
sive high blood pressure points. Some in- 
stances that have been related by the med- 
ical examiner of a leading New England 
company are well worth the attention of 
every one who thinks of living past 40. 


Why Morse Recovered. 


High blood pressure doesn’t always 
mean one and the same unalterable thing. 
It may be a sign that the arteries have stif- 
fened to such an extent that the heart has 
to overcome itself in its capacity of 
pump in order to get the volume through 
the arteries and with sufficient speed. 
It may mean obstruction, and there- 
fore diseased conditions in the  kid- 
neys. It may mean an improper condition 
of the blood itself—viscosity—the old-fash- 
ioned “thick blood” come to life again as 
a reputable scientific fact. It may mean 
that the heart has become too big for its 
job, as when an “athlete’s heart,” trained 
to push a big stream, keeps on trying to do 
so when the demands of office work don’t 
require it. And it may result from exces- 
sive pumping of the heart due to excessive 
mental stimulation in the form of worry, 
or continuous mental or nervous strain. 

It appears to be the fact that “Ice King” 
Morse was let out of the Atlanta peniten- 
tiary because army surgeons found that his 
blood pressure was about 250 millimeters, 
and had been very high for several months.

New Zealand Law Protects Most Ancient Reptile on Earth 


ANY strange beasts have come 
from the Antipodes, but if not the 
strangest, certainly the most ven- 
erable, beast on earth is the tuatara, of 
which New Zealand is the proud possessor. 

The tuatara combines .n many respects 
peculiarities of both 
the turtles. In other lands, it would ~p- 
pear, the old-world tuataras came in a 
much greater degree under those mysteri- 
ous forces which we term the laws of evo- 
lution, and one section branched off into 
turtles, while another section underwent 
s0 many changes that its members became 
crocodiles; and save in New Zealand the 
tuatara is now everywhere extinct. 

Last year the dominion minister of in- 
ternal affairs adopted certain measures 
with the view of protecting the ancient rep- 
tiles, as there was a danger of their be- 
coming extinct in New Zealand also. As it 
is, they are no longer to be found on the 
mainland, but the coast line of New Zea- 
land has in places something like a string 
of adjacent islands, and it is on these

1) Eyes do not flash fire? 
Or express eagerness? 

Or betray languor? 

Of course you don’t. 

Only three things happen to the eyes 
even under the stress of fiercest emotion. 
The pupils enlarge or contract, the eyes 
become dry or moist, and they may pro- 
trude to a degree. 

There are six muscles for moving the 
eye—excluding the small threads of ciliary 
muscles, which adjust the crystalline lens 
—four of which, straight and voluntary 
muscles, are attached at cardinal points to 
the eye, moving it every which way by their 
combined action. The other two are in- 
voluntary bands, and act only when the 
person is unconscious, exposing the white 
of the cornea as the pupil is rolled upward. 

In addition to these twenty-four other 
muscles have as their functions the con- 
trol of the eyes and the eyebrows, twelve 
others for the jaw. ten for other parts of 
the face, and a few for the neck, which 
enters into facial expression. One nerve, 
the surface branch of the facialis, or 
seventh cranial, innervate these, and there- 
fore they can be correlated in their action 
by training so that they depict in beautiful 
style the passing of a train of emotions.

He 
turned up with a blood pressure of 230 
millimeters, He was ordered to replace 
tenpins with golf and to confine himself to 
six hours of work a day, no matter what 
seemed to be happening. Under this re- 
moval of excessive strain and nervous ten- 
sion this man’s blood pressure fell quickly 
to 145 millimeters. He has been saved to 
further business service, and, what is more 
important, has been saved to his family, to 
his own persona! comfort and to the proba- 
bility of a life many years longer than he 
could have had under the old order. 

The importance of these discoveries by 
the examiner should be plain. 
apply -to all, or perhaps to the majority of 
the instances of excessive blood pressure. 
But they do make it plain that many men 
who are now in danger of an early death 
can save themselves for many years of 
activity and enjoyment. 


Science Seeks Rat Proof Insulation 


ANY fires of mysterious origin have 

been charged to “defective wiring,” 
and undoubtedly many more in future would 
be unjustly charged to the same source 
were it not for the discovery made recently 
by a telephone company in the Northwest. 
Henceforth many blazes due to “defective 
wiring” may be traced to the rat. 

After complaints of interrupted service 
had been made repeatedly to the telephone 
company it was decided to locate the 
trouble. The body of a partly charred 
rodent, which had gnawed the wires and 
formed a short circuit, was found. 

Fortunately, the telephone wires did not 
carry a voltage sufficient to cause much 
trouble; if the electric light wires had been 
selected by the rat there would have been 
a conflagration, accounted for, perhaps, by 
“defective wiring.” 


Science has lately been trying to find a 
rat-proof insulation. A coating which would 
be poisonous to rats or repellent to them 
would answer as well as an insulation too 
hard to be gnawed, it is believed. Inci- 
dentally, say fire marshals, the rat should 
be fought as part of the “safety first” cam- 
paign, not only because it Is a spreader of 
disease and a destroyer of merchandise but 
for the reason that it is a cause of fires.

Candle Puts 


Itself Out 


T HAS been found that candles can be 

fitted with attachments to extinguish the 
light at aset time. To determine the length 
of time it is necessary to mark a candle of 
the size used and time how long a certain 
length of it will burn. 

Then it is suflicient to suspend a small 
metal dome or cap, to which a string is at- 
tached, directly over the flame, and run the

New Camera to 
Picture Explosions 


CAMERA has been invented by Cap- 
tain F. J. Behr of the United States 
Coast Artillery that marks a great advance 
in the art of photographing swiftly moving 
objects. It differs from the ordinary cam- 
era in size and in the mechanism of the 
shutter. It is almost four feet high. An 
electric motor that makes several thousand 
revolutions a second works the shutter, and 
since the speed of the motor can be accu- 
rately adjusted the photographer can de 
termine the length of exposure down to one 
five-thousandths of a second. The new 
camera has photographed mortar shells at 
the moment when they left the muzzle of 
the gun, and afterward, and has shown the 
curious “smoke ring” or “gas ring” that 
accompanies the projectile when it emerges 
from the gun. It may yet help to deter- 
mine exactly what happens when a mod- 
ern high-power shell plows its way through 
solid steel.

Abbie’s Advice to Modern Mothers 


By ABBIE HIGGINSON. 


F YOU want your child to avoid 

many diseases and have her grow 
up strong and healthy teach her to 
like water. She may have this desire 
naturally, but, if she has, it is more 
than likely she will want to drink 
with her meals which is just the 
wrong time fer drinking. Be sure 
that she gets her six or eight glasses 
daily, but these are to be taken be- 
tween meals and not at meal times. 

The drinking of water is largely a 
matter of habit with the human fam- 
ily. It should be a matter of in- 
stinct. Little mammals of the anintal 
kingdom follow this instinct, which is 
strong in the young of all animals, 
including the human animals. But 
the baby must depend for the grati- 
fication of this instinct upon the wis- 
dom of her mother. She is too help- 
less to make her needs known, and 
the mother often neglects to satisfy 
this instinct in her child. Often when 
your baby cries and you think she 
wants nourishment she is only thirsty 
and is crying for her bottle of water. 

Sometimes this instinct will assert 
itself when your child is old enough 
to make her needs known, but often 
that instinct has been stifled and the 
need of water is never felt unless in 
the heat of summer the child is at- 
tracted to it because of its coolness. 

In this way she is deprived of one 
of the most valuable aids to health 
and beauty. The free use of water 
washes the kidneys and the intestines 
of many of their impurities and thus 
cleanses the skin and aids it in its 
work. The practice of drinking plenty 
of water makes the skin cleaner and 
often more rosy. This shows the re- 
sult of water as a cleanser of the sys- 
tem. See to it that your baby is pro- 
vided with a water bottle. 

The water should be boiled, bottled 
and kept cool in a refrigerator. The 
boiling eliminates the carbonic gas 
and the carbonates of lime, but it 
also eliminates a very desirable ele- 
ment—free oxygen. 

To partially overcome this pour a 
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cupful of water back and forth into 
another cup a few times. The water 
will] then retain some of the oxygen 
of the air and will be more whole- 
some. 

After your child reaches an age 
where she eats solid food you can let 
her have the ordinary, if it is filtered. 
It is better than water kept standing 
in vessels and bottles where the or- 
ganisms tend to increase. 

Deep well water on account of con- 
tact with the earth and rocks col- 
lects a great amount of matter, much 
of which hinders the water from act- 
ing as a solvent in the stomach. 

If your child is inclined to swallow 
her food rapidly do not let her first 
bolt it down and then wash it down 
with water. This will result in the 
weakening of the juices needed in dis- 
solving the food and will finaily result 
in indigestion. The use of water at 
meals also results in the bloating of 
the stomach. By not serving water 
with the meals when you are alone 
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your child will get accustomed to tak- 
ing her water between meals. 

The use if iced water is another ovil 
which should be eradicated with chil- 
dren. Water at its natural tempera- 
ture may be used except in very hot 
weather, when it may be bottled and 
laid on ice. Iced water is bad be- 
cause it chills the stomach and retards 
digestion. 

It is no less imporiant for a child 
to drink her eight glasses of water 
every day than it is for her to have her 
daily bath. The system needs a sol- 
vent such as pure water. Science has 
proven beyond a doubt that neither 
tea nor coffee and not even milk can 
take its place. 


Answers to Questions. 


Dear Mrs. 8.—I am glad to help you 
with the important question you have 
put before me. If your child is not 
over strong and is inclined to be nerv- 
ous wait until she is 7 before putting 
her in school. A strong mind has lit- 
tle value to a man or woman unless 
it is backed by plenty of health. You 
want to start your child well in life, 
therefore you want to make her strong 
of body and mind. If you feel she 
must do some work, try to teach her 
at home. 
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Take this hint when you are rolling 
out cookies. Take a piece of muslin, 
pin and stretch it tightly over the 
bread board and cover the board with 
flour. You can roll the dough as soft 
and thin as you wish or you can 


stretch a piece over the rolling pin. 
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The ailing ones whose physicians or- 
der several eggs each day will often 
find them easier to take if a beaten 
egg is added to the cup of hot coffee, 
cocoa or chocolate when it is ready 
to drink. This really improves: the 
flavor of the drink and does away 
with the feeling of nausea which 
might otherwise accompany the tak- 
ing of the drink.

BAKED BEANS WITH RELISH— 
Bake the beans in a small basin with 
a piece of scored salt pork in center. 
When cold cover with waxed paper. 
Wrap in strong wrapping paper and 
place in the bottom of the picnic bas- 
ket. Fill a small jelly jar or large 
mouthed bottle with equal portions of 
tomato catsup and freshly grated 
horseradish. Add, ‘f at hand, one 
tablespoonful each of finely minced 
green pepper and pimento or sweet red 
pepper. Keep in jar until ready to 
serve. 

DEVILLED TURKEY LEGS—Cut 
thy cooked turkey legs in gashes. Lay 
them in a deep dish. Cover them with 
one-half cupful of stock mixed with 
one teaspoonful of made mustard and 
paprika. You may add a little curry 
powder if you like. Let them stand an 
hour or more. Drain, brush with but- 
ter and broil them. Add two table- 
spoonfuls of butter to the devilled mix- 
ture. Heat until butter is melted and 
pour over the legs. Serve very hot. 


CLAMS Al! GRATIN—Wash a dozen 
clams and steam them until the shells 
open. Take from the shells, strain the 
juice and mince the clams. Add an 
uncooked egg and two hard boiled eggs 
chopped fine. Put in one cupful of soft 
bread crumbs, two slices of onion 
sauted in butter and minced. Add a 
de sh of cayenne pepper and enough of 
the juice to soften. Fill the shells or 
small ramekin dishes with paprika and 
place in hot oven for ten minutes. 
Minced or shredded green pepper or 
rimento and minced parsley may be 
e.dded if liked. 

FRUIT TURNOVERS—The filling 
for these may be rich and well sea- 
soned with apple sauce, pineapple, 
plums or a good mince meat. Roll 
pastry dough into rounds about. six 
inches in diameter. Place a spoonful of 
the fruit on half of each round, wet 
edges with cold water. Press the other 
half over, pinching the edges well to- 
gether, and fry in deep fat. These may 
also be baked if preferred. 


HAM SANDWICHES WITH TAR- 
TARE SAUCE—Add to one-half cupful 
of mayonnaise or boiled dressing one 
tablespoonful of vinegar and one-half 
teaspoonful mustard and one table- 
spocnful each of parsley, capers, gher- 
kins, olives or chives. Add finely 
minced ham and spread on buttered 
bread. Cover with nasturtium blos- 
soms or watercress. Cover with bread, 


TUNA FISH SALAD—Wash and 
clean a tuna fish. Flake it well and 
pick out the bones. Measure off two 
cupfuls of the fish and add one cupful 
of diced celery or shaved cabbage, one 
hard boiled egg diced and one table- 
spoonful of shredded green pepper. 
Mix with ‘one half dozen olives and four 
tablespoonfuls of French dressing made 
with onion or garlic flavored vinegar.

Suggestions 
for Housewives 


Now butter is at its cheapest, buy 
and pickle, using one ounce of clean, 
dry salt to each pound of butter. It 
must be thoroughly kneaded in—either 
with the hands or with butter-spoons. 
I use neither saltpeter nor sugar, and 
find that the summer salted butter 
done as above and packed hard into a 
wide-mouthed earthenware jar, keeps 
splendidly till November at least. 
When required for table use wash well 
in cold water before making up. 


Most people have many extra news- 
papers by them just now. Use them 
then to keep the copper going on wash- 
ing day. Prepare them in this way: 
Lay each paper flat and roll it up 
closely lengthwise. Twist it tight, then 
round it looplike, fixing one end 
through the loop. When there is a 
good number ready I sprinkle them 
well with water and allow them to dry. 
They are then stiff and close, and are 
capital for the copper fire, after it has 
got a good start, to bring water to the 


boil. 

A clever device for utilizing the 
beauty that remains in fine lace cur- 
tains that have seen their day is to 
cut out the rich raised work rings and 
wreaths from which the delicate net 
has worn away. Apply them to 
squares or velvet or satin for useé as 
cushion covers. Applied on olive or 
metallic green velvet, or some soft 
wood-brown shade, the effect is rich 
and elegant, especially when further 
set off with a frill of lace, and the 
back of the pillow made of silk of 
corresponding tone.

SUNROOM is now to be found in 
most of the modern apartments 

and houses, and they are a much- 
needed adjunct, allowing one to live 
out almost as much in midwintef as 
in summer. Perfect temperature is in- 
sured by having a heating system put 
in when the building is erected, and 
where this has not been done an open 
fireplace is to be found in many coun- 
try houses which, with a little electric 
stove, makes the place very comfort- 
able. 

The sun itself coming through the 
glass gives great warmth, making 
these sun baths a real aid to health 
i? one happens to be an invalid. Shops 
show specially made and designed fur- 
niture and rugs: for these charming 
outdoor (for they are practically ‘‘out- 
door’’) living-rooms. 

A most attractive scheme is to have 
a warm light tan wall and ceiling, with 
a creamy vellow woodwork outlined in 
black. Have a tannish yellow wool 
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rug with a border of black, then use 
lambrequins of a deeper yellow, with

Some 
of this is legitimate, but a great deal 
is due to carelessness in matters of 
dress. 

Here are a few hints that will help 
you save on your clothes and there- 
fore on your allowance. When buying 
materials select colors that will stand 
wear and tear. Be sure to get a good 
quality, as it makes up better and 
is cheaper in the end. Adopt styles

Machines to Aid Medicine.

And now the question arises, “How far 
will science, with the astounding prog- 
ress it has already made in anatomical sub- 
stitution of ineflicient organs, go toward 
staying the grim hand of death?’ Recent 
years, too, have developed remarkable in- 
mechanical resuscitation, 
such as the pulmotor and the lungmotor, 
which. while not actually restoring life, 
have allayed death where but a_= short 
while back there would have been no hope 
of sustaining life or even ar- suspicion 
that life remained. 


What Research Tells. 

Professor Charles Manning Child, asso- 
‘ciate professor of zoology at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, has written an absorbing 
book called “Sevescence and Rejuvenes- 
cence,” the result of fifteen years’ study of 
the cell structures of plants and animals. 
The scientist does not reveal the secret of 
eternal youth. He is no Brown Sequard 
offering a priceless elixir to the anxious 
aging multitude, but he is an interesting 


and valuable contributor to the world’s 
knowledge of what death means. 

Couched in the technical terms of the 
scholar Professor Child’s book contains the 
following rather striking paragraph—strik- 
ing because his years of research have led 
him not to prognosticate but to hold out 
the hope that much further progress may 
be made in the battle against the grim 
reaper. He says: 

“The advance and knowledge of, experi- 
mental technique may make it possible at 
some future time to bring about a greater 
degree of: retardation and rejuvenescence 
in man and the higher animals than is now 
possible, but when we remember the pres- 
ent condition of the protoplasmic sub- 
stratum of these organs is the result of 
millions of years of evolutionary equilibra- 
tion, we cannot but admit that this task 
may prove to be of considerable difficulty.” 


To Find Elixir of Youth? 


In the conservative language of science 
Professor Child holds out a hope that 
some day sooner or later the "“ockefeller 
Institute, the Mayo Laboratory at Roches- 
ter or some similarly active medical re- 
search group may discover the secret of 
complete rejJuvenescence—press the button, 
so to speak, that will do away with old 
age. Professor Child’s book is not, of 
course, in any sense a medical work. Still 
it contains some valuable hints to health 
seekers and suggestions for the warding 
off of old age which are worth emphasizing. 

There is a warning to persons of in- 
creasing avoirdupois. It isn’t wise to reduce 
too strenuously. In fact, it isn’t wise to 
do anything too strenuously. If you starve 
you may wish you hadn’t. If you diet you 
had better have a doctor watch you do it. 
In fact, Professor Child’s book, where it 
condescends to suggestion of this sort, es-

tablishes with the force of additional evi- 
dence the obvious principles of right living. 

We are warned especially against over-

“The cells of the .nervous system in 
man and many animals,” continues the 
thor, “are betieved to persist throughout 
life and to possess no appreciable capacity 
for regression or dedifferentiation ‘beyond 
their ability to regeneraie the nerve fibers 
which arise from them.

“Both plants and animals,” the author 
continues, “may escape death by reproduc- 
tion and rejuvenescence. Death in these 


the repair department which cannot supply 
you with a new part to replace the worn- 
out one that no longer functions with the 
rest of your perhaps perfectly sound ap- 
paratus. 

Scientifically speaking, this is what 
happens: 

“When the rate of metabolism becomes 
so low in consequence of advancing senes- 
cence that the cell or organism can no 
longer synthesize its metabolic substratum 
in sufficient amount to compensate the 
losses, atrophy begins and must sooner or 
later result in the destruction of the physi- 
ological mechanism—which is death. 


“In a complex organism like that of 
man different cells and tissues grow old at 
different rates and death from old age of 
the organism as a 
whole does not by 
any means imply the 


death of all its cells. 
Death of cells, ap- 
parently from old 
age, occurs from 
early stages of de- 
velopment’ through- 
out the whole life 
history of: the indi- 
vidual, and we know 
that most of the cells 
of the body do not 
die when death of 
the individual  oc- 


forms occurs soon after the period of re- 
production is over, not because of advan- 
tage to the species.but because sexual ma- 
turity is a physiological feature of rela- 
tively advanced age. Progressive develop- 
ment. which ends in death except where re- 
gression occurs is far advanced-when sex- 
ual reproduction begins.” 

There is no hope in Professor Child’s 
book for the old man who has “lived his 
life” or the old woman who has served the 
purposes of her generation. Both are rele- 
gated to the scrap heap as nature intended 
that they should be and -with- scant -cere- 
mony, for the scientist regards life, as one 
writer puts. it, “a complex of dynamic pro- 
cesses occurring in a certain field of sub- 
stratum.” 

“Death. of cells, apparently from old 
age,” writes Professor Child, “occurs from 
early stages of development and through- 
out the whole life history, anc we also 
know that most of the cells of the body do 
not die when death of the individual takes 
place. : 

“So-called physiological death in the 
higher animals is due to the breakdown of 
the physiological mechanism at some es- 
sential point and not to the simultaneous 


death of all parts.” | 
So when you die you are the victim of 


.was injured is restored to 


curs. 

“The individual 
dies when some tis- 
sue or organ which 
is essential for con- 
tinued existence 
reaches the point of death. Since the 
parts are incapable of dedifferentiation and 
a new individuation, the other organs or 
cells die sooner or later because of lack of 
nutrition or oxygen, or because of the ac- 
cumulation of toxic products of metabolism. 

“When death does not occur as the re- 
sult of injury or illness regeneration of 
the tissues makes them young and strong 
again. When tissues are broken down by 
injury or disease new muscle cells arise by 
division of the nuclei and the part that 
the vigor of 
youth. 


* Mental Change Essential. 


“Is there not reason to believe that. the 
effect of a change of mental occupation or 
of a vacation after a long period of mental 
labor in a particular field is in some slig—t 
degree a rejuvenescence of the nerve cells? 
Many facts indicate that a reasonable va- 
riety in mental occupation is a factor in 
retarding mental senility. 

“What we call mental fatigue may be 
something much less evanescent than fa- 
tigue in the ordinary sense, but recovery 
may occur in time.” 

With regard to the fasting cures which 
have been so extensively advertised’ by 


pseudo-medical writers,and by platform 
propagandists, Professor Child writes: 

“In certain bacterial diseases, such for 
example as typhoid fever, a very great 
decrease in bodily weight may occur, and 
it is often observed that the body weight 
becomes greater and the person apparently 
more vigorous after recovery than before 
the illness. 

“These various facts viewed in the light 
of the effects of starvation and reduction 
in the lower invertebrates indicate that 
even in man reduction by starvation or 
other means may bring about some degree 
of rejuvenescence through the breakdown 
and alimentation of the constituents of the 
cellular substratum. 

“During the reduction in these cases the 
rejuvenescence is potential rather than ac- 
tual, and it becomes apparent only when 
recovery occurs. But rejuvenescence by 
reduction is limited. in the higher animals, 
for reduction in these forms soon ends in 


death. 


“Under certain conditions long-con- 
tinued or periodic starvation may bring 
about an appreciable rejuvenescence, but it 
is not in any sense a cure-all for human 
ills. There is not the slightest doubt that 
certain recent books and articles on the 
therapeutic value of starvation, written by 
laymen who have experimented on them- 
selves, have done great harm to many per- 
sons. Certainly no one who desires to -sub- 
ject himself to experiment of this kind 
should do so without first submitting to a 
thorough medical examination. 


Starving an Uncertain Benefit: 


“Where the weakness of organic dis- 
ease exists such experiments may be only 
a means of aggravation and so hasten 
rather than delay death. And even if such 
diseases as typhoid fever do in some cases 
accomplish a slight degree of rejuvenes- 
cence no one will be inclined to regard 
them as an unmixed good. In too many 
cases they serve only to develop and ag- 
gravate weaknesses or to prepare the way 
for other infections and so to shorten lifa 
rather than to prolong it.” 

Professor Child seemed _ astonished 
that his book has attracted so much 
attention outside the strictly scientific 
clientele. 

“What I have intended to point out,” 
said the professor, “is that in the lower 
animals the power of growing young oc- 
curs as generally as does the process of 
growing old. There is less and less of re- 
juvenescence as we pass from the lower to 
the higher forms. The very differences 
between man and the lower animals make 
these changes rather limited in the human 
body. : : 

“I have no actual formulae to suggest 
for the rejJuvenescence of the human body. 
That is a matter for the medical side. I 
have been dealing with causes and effecta 
Remedies are out of my line.”

Princess Royal to be colonel-in-chief; 


Princess Louise’s (Argyll and Suther- 
land Highlanders), her Royal High- 
ness Princess Louise, Duchess ot 
Argyll, to be colonel-in-chief. The 
7th Dragoon Guards is a famous old 
corps dating from 1688, when it was 
known as Schomberg’s Horse. The 
uniform is conspicuous for the black- 
and-white plume, brass helmet and 
black facings. The 19th did never: 
to-be-forgotten service in India. Their 
badge, the elephant, commemorates 
their work at Assaye. The old 18th 
was dishanded in 1822 and reformed 
in 1858, when it was allowed to re- 
vive the honors of the old corps, 
which are considerable. The Argyll 
and Sutherland has the proud distinc- 
tion of bearing “Balaclava” on its 
colors. The uniform is scarlet doublet 
with bright yellow facings. The tar- 
tan is. the Sutherland. The Ist bat- 
talion is the 91st, the 2d is the 93d. 
Since 1881, when the Territorial sys- 
tem was adopted, they have borne 
their present designation. 


Royal Women Officers. 


For many years King Fred- 
erick William IV. of Prussia started 
the fashion by appointing his sister, 
the widow of Czar Nicholas eS a 
colonel in the famous 6th Regiment 
of Cuirassiers, it has been the cus- 
tom for European kings to bestow a 
similar honor on royal ladies. The 
late Queen Victoria was colonel-in- 
chief of the ist (Queen of Enag- 
land’s) Dragoon Guards of the Ger- 
man army, to which regiment she 
presented a magnificent pair of sil- 
ver kettle-drums.

3ernard Shaw had said, he is the one 
Classical actor of his day, for he in- 
tuitively feels and knows the import of 
bit of his Shakespeare. 

That Forbes-Robertson should have 
been the first actor in many decades 
to restore the final scene of Fortin- 
bras after Hamlet’s death is notewor- 
thy, for it is quite typical of the stu- 
dent, of the actor and of the artist, 
He saw what Shakespeare meant by 
introducing Fortinbras, and thereby 
has been able to give the theater one 
of the most impressive finales the 
modern stage has witnessed. Through- 
out the rehearsal it seemed to me that 
his version and arrangement and his 
production of the tragedy has been a 
labor of love. Not a single line which 
is necessary to the action and develop- 
‘ment of the drama, not a single gem of 
speech has been cut if he could find 
possible time for it in his swift-mov- 
ing performance of “Hamlet,” which 
lasts but three hours. Not only has he 
retained the fine speeches in his part, 
but he has done likewise with all the 
other parts. His is not a puppet that 
holds the center of the stage through- 
out, though as Forbes-Robertson has 
often said, “Hamlet does seem to doa 
lot of talking!” 

After the rehearsal was finished I 
spoke to the great actor of the im- 
pressions the rehearsal had given me. 
He seemed well pleased, but when I 
Suggested how trying the stupidity of 
inferior actors must be, he quickly 
corrected me. He said he believed 
that the actors of today fully equal 
those of any other period, in fact bet- 
ter. The average, he contends, is far 
in advance of that of the days when 
he was a beginner—some forty years 
ago.

His belief was wholly sincere, aristo- 
‘erat though he was in life and breed- 
ing and in instinctive aptitude for 
power, and it was wholesome for the 
country that the forces he .so mod- 
erately and graciously represented 
should thus early gain their inevitable 
ascendency. 

it was impossible that the ruling 
classes of the older days should con- 
tinue to govern the young nation now 
springing into life. 

Mere growth and change of life had 
broken every bond of habit and re- 
straint of form. 

The nation of 1800 was not even the 
nation of 1790. Its population had 
grown in that decade from 3,929,214 to 
5.3808,483, and had spread itself north- 
ward and westward and northwest- 
ward, to Lake Ontario and round about 
to the Lawrence and Lake Cham- 
plain; to Lake Erie and into the Ohio 
rountry; and into Kentucky and Ten- 
pessee until great communities mus- 
eu antzTe more then three hundred 
thousand strong 
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Kentucky and Tennes- 
see had been added as states to the 
union, and had brought the spirit of 
the frontier with them into its coun- 
sels. 

It was not the cities that grew, 
theugh they had their growth with the 
rest, much as the spreading coun- 
try-sides. The great spaces of virgin 
land at the west were filling:in, and 
there stirred everywhere the air of en- 
terprise and change. 

No group of men could restrain, or 
measure, or even guide the quick, é¢x- 
panding life of that young people, be- 
fore whom all ways of conduct and en- 
deavor were open to be tried and made 
test of. in whose hands all things 
were making and to be made. 

Their industry kept pace with. their 
numbers. The parliament in England 
forbade any one tq take out of Eng- 
land any industrial machinery what-

ever, or even the plans of machinery 
invented or perfected there; but it was 
impossible to keep as a secret and 
monopoly what master mechanics who 
chose to go to America could take 
away in their heads and in their train- 
ed and skilled fingers: and slowly 
the carefully guarded secrets of manu- 
facture passed over sea. 

By 1790 Samuel Slater had set up a 
cotton spinning factory. with complete 
machinery after the English models, at 
Pawtucket, in Rhode Island. 

In 17938 Eli Whitney, a Connecticut 
school master living in Georgia, in- 
vented a practicable gin for clearing 
cotton of its tenacious seeds and the 
south had no sooner realized what this 
new instrument meant than it sud- 
denly sprang into competition with 
India and Egypt in supplying ‘the 
world with cotton. 

In 1791 less than two hundred thou- 
sand pounds of cotton had been ship- 
ped out of the country; in 1800 nearly 
twenty million pounds went over sea. 

Everything that America produced 
found market, despite all obstacles. 

The trouble with England while 
Washington was president, the trouble 
with France while Mr. Adams ruled.

trade had strengthened and increased 
with an irrepressible growth, never- 
theless.

Strings. 

Mr. Jefferson spoke the spirit of 
the day, its only acceptable principle 
in affairs. 

The government had passed into the 
hand of the people’s panty. 

Its program, as Mr. Jefferson spoke 
it, accorded with its origin: e re- 
striction of federal powers within 
constitutional limits, an unembarrassed 
field for the powers of local self-gov- 
ernment within the several state, thé 
payment of the public debt, the reduc- 
tion of the armed forces of the country 
and  gparty Spend, 34 of the taxes, to the 
lowest practicable point, and as nearly 
as might be free trade at the ports: a 
government simple, inexpensive, un- 
meddlesome. 

Some of the latest and most parti- 
san acts of the federalists, the new 
congress with its working majority 
of republicans, proceeded to. undo. 

The judiciary act, by which ‘he fead- 
eralists had called new federal courte 
into existence to fill them with judges 
of their own party principles, was re- 
pealed, and the new courts were abol- 
ished almost before they had been or- 
ganized. 

The other officials whom Mr. Adams 
had put into office during the clos- 
ing days of his term were dismissed, 
and republicans were put in their 
places. 

A few federalists officeholders who 
had been offensively loud, partisan and 
industrious in workin againet Mr. 
Jefferson's election, and who had used 
their official power to influence the 
vote at the polls, were also 
and replaced by men of the president's 
party. ° 

Sixteen federal officials were dis- 


missed without cause assigned, in or- 
der, no doubt, to put the public serv-

ice more in accord with the views of 
the new head of the government. 

All who were imprisoned under the 
odious sedition law were at once par- 
doned and released. The law itself 
had expired by iimitation; and Mr. 
Adams had not used the authority con- 
ferred upcn him by the law against 
aliens 

The federalist naturalization law of 
June, 1798, which required a residence 
of tourteen years as a condition prece- 
dent to the acquisition of citizenship by 
a foreigner, was repealed, and the old 
period ot five years restored. 

But there the reaction stopped. 

The new congress reduced the fed- 
eral taxes and the customs duties at 
the por: cut down the army and navy 
establishments: retrenched expenses 
and burdens, as had been 
promised and expected; but the _§ de- 
spondent forebodings of those fed- 
eralists who had looked to see a 
fatal restrogression in the character of 
the government were not fulfilled. 

The people’s men were not, after all 
“Jacobins and miscreants,’””’ and Mr. 
Cabot was apparently not yet justified 
in considering “democracy to be the 
government of the worst.” 

Mr. Jefferson called Mr. Madison to 
the secretaryship of state, a man whom 
all the country knew to be a patriot 
and a statesman. 

He made Albert Gallatin, of Penn- 
sylvania, secretary of the treasury, and 
financiers soon learned to trust the 
clear-headed Swiss for judgment and 
capacity almost as much as they had 
trusted Mr. Hamilton himself. 

There was, at any rate, no revolu- 
tion in the business methods of the gov- 
ernment.

He knew that many thoughtful men 
who had before always voted with the 
federalists, had in the last election 
voted for the democratic republican 
electors—not because ready to see the 
government experimented with, but be- 
cause they hated the taxes with which 
the federalist congresses loaded them, 
disliked the new tone and temper of 
the federalist leaders, and believéd 
that, for all they were so radical in 
their talk the leaders of the opposition 
would simplify the government with- 
out weakening it or doing it damage. 

He knew that he was on. trial to 
prove his conservatism as well as to 
prove his capacity for reform. 

He meant to prove himself no ene- 
my of an efficient federal govern- 
ment, but only an enemy of extremes. 

It turned out that he had judged the 
temper of the country and the posture 
of affairs to a nicety, and had brought 
in a new regime which was to give 
its opponents abundant time to assess 
its qualities. | 

Mr. Jefferson remained eight years 
in office; and handed on the presi- 
dency to men of his own school of po- 
litical principle who kept it for sixteen 
years more. 

He was elected for a second term 
(November, 1804) by an overwhelming 
majority. Mr. Charles Cotesworth 
Pinckney and Mr. Rufus King, the 
candidates of the federalists, received 
only the votes of Connecticut and Del- 
aware, added to two of the eleven votes 
of Maryland. 

The country had turned with a sort 
of mild enthusiasm to the new party, 
which seemed with every year to grow 
more national and more typical of the 
natural disposition and principles of 
America. 

The more ardent federalists grew 
very black and bitter under the sharp 
discipline of such a change, and talked 
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intemperately and with a touch of 
reckless disloyalty of breaking up the 
union rather than submit to the new 
regime. 

Hamilton, more wise and more pa- 
triotic, rebuked them passionately. 
“You are going to Boston,” he wrote 
to Colonel Trumbull. “You will see 
the principal men there. Tell them, 
from me, as my request, for God’s sake 
to cease these conversations an 
threatenings about a separation of the 
union.” 

But Mr. Hamilton’s influence was 
presently withdrawn. Mr. Burr, the 
vice president, stung by Hamilton’s at- 
tacks in a bitter political quarrel, in 
which words ran hot and unguarded on 
both sides, challenged him to a duel, 
fe ve ended in a fatal tragedy (July, 

U4). 

Mr. Hamilton was killed, and the 
one commanding figure among the fed- 
eralists was removed. They lost in- 
fluence with every election, and the 
hands of the republicans were free, in 
the presidency and in congress. 

The new unanimity in affairs sprang, 
not out of the repeals, retrenchments, 
and reforms of the party newly come 
to power, so much as out of its pop- 
ular action in national affairs. 

For all their professions of an op- 
posite set of principles in government, 
its leaders acted as its more conserva- 
tive supporters had expected—very 
much as Washington or Adams or 
Hamilton would have. acted, when 
there was occasion to vindicate either 
the authority or the interests of the 
union. comma

Stalled in office

It was one thing to have all the west- 
efn bank of the Mississippi, its outlet 
at the gulf, and all the continent be- 
tween the Mississippi and the Pacific 
controlled by Spain, who had lost her 
power in the world; but it was quite 
another to let it pass into the hands of 

ance, and Bonaparte her leader. 

“The cession of Louisiana and the 
Floridas by Spain to France,” wrote 
Mr. Jefferson, the lover of peace and 
friend of France, to Mr. Livingston, the 
American minister at Paris, “complete- 
ly reverses all the political relations 
of the United States, and will form a 
new epoch in our political course. 
There is on the globe one single spot 
the possessor of which is our natural 
and habitual enemy. It is New Or- 
leans, through which the produce of 
three-eighths of our territory must 
pass to market. France, placing her- 
self in that door, assumes to us the 
attitude of defiance. Spain might have 
retained it quietly for years. The 
day thdt rance takes possession of 
New Orleans seals the union of 
two nations, who, in conjunction, can 
maintain exclusive possession of the 
ocean. From that moment we must 
marry ourselves to the British fleet 
and nation.”’ 

An intense excitement spread through 
all the western country, which grew 
to a still quicker fever when it was 
learned that the Spanish governor at 
New Orleans had practically closed the 
port against the western trade, by way 
of preparation for the transfer to 
France. 

Mr. Monroe was sent to join Mr. Liv- 
ingston at the ench court. 

He was authorized to purchase Flor- 
ida and a strip of the coast which 
should include New Orleans. 

He found Bonaparte willing to sell 
the whole of Louisiana or nothing.

territory for fifteen million dollars. 

Bonaparte congratulated himself that 
he had replenished his purse for a war 
with England and had turned over to 
the United States lands and resources 
which should make them able them- 
selves some day to humble England, 
even on the high seas and in trade. 

Mr. Jefferson admited that he could 
find nowhere in the constitution au- 
thority to buy foreign territory, and 
professed himself very anxious about 
the awkward situation that had arisen. 

He believed that such a purchase 
would be beyond the precedent even of 
Mr. Hamilton’s “implied powers,” and 
wished a constitutional amendment 
passed to make good what his repre-. 
sentatives had done and he could not 
decline to accept. 

“T had rather ask an enlargement of 
power from the nation, when it is found 
necessary,” he said, “than to assume 
it by a construction which would make 
our powers boundless. Our peculiar se- 
curity is in the possession of a written 
constitution. Let us not make it a 
blank paper by construction.” 

But in the same breath with which 
he urged his scruple he declared his 
readiness to abandon it. 

‘Tf your friends think differently,” he 

said, ‘‘certainly I shall acquiesce with 
satisfaction, confiding that the good 
sense of our country will correct the 
evil of construction when it shall pro- 
duce ill effects!” and the houses agreed 
to the treaty and voted the money for 
the purchase without so much as pro- 
posing an amendment (1803). 
The president acquiesced with start- 
li facility in the apparent “necessity 
ro shutting up the constitution’ in 
such exigent cases of imperative pol- 
icy. 

No one but the more extreme and 
partisan federalists would patiently 
hear of any scruples in the matter. 

Nowhere except in New England was 
there sharp and acrid dissent. 


JEFFERSON’S 


TACTFUL POLICY. 


R. JEFFERSON had given the 
M country its first taste of his 
real quality in action. 


He was a democrat, a people’s man, 
upon conviction, genuinely and with a 
certain touch of passion; but he was 
no lawyer. 

He stickled for a strict construction 
of the constitution only when he 
thought that a_ strict construction 
would safeguard the rights of common 
men and keep the old federalist theories 
of government at arm’s length; not be- 
cause he disliked to see the country 
have power as a nation, but because he 
dreaded to see it put in bondage to an 
autocratic government. 

He wanted as little governing from 
the federal capital as might be: but 
as much progress as might be, too 
and as much access of power and of 
opportunity to the people as a body 
of free men, unmshackled by any too 
meddling government. 

It was his weakness to think it’ safe 
for the friends of the people to make 
“a blank paper” of the constitution, 
but the very gate of revolution for 
those who were not democrats. If 
only democrats led, “the good sense of 
the country would correct the evil of 
construction when it should produce 
ill effects!” 


In the older and more stubborn fed- 


eralists it natural) bred a sort of 
madness to see Mr. Jefferson turn loose 
constructionist to do the very things 
which they most dreaded in their po- 
litical calculations, 

In New England it seemed to many 
who were high in the federalist coun- 
sels a thing not to be borne that a 
great field of expansion should be 
opened at the very doors of the south 
and west, to the undoing of the east, 
which had no free space in which to 
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grow, and must lose her wei 
fairs when the west came to its power. 

It was this that made them talk of 
disunion and of an independent con- 
federation to be set up at the north, de- 
spite the protests of Mr. Hamilton, who 
believed the purchase to be constitu- 
tional and knew it to be wise. 

But they were in a hopeless minor- 
ity. 

Even Mr. Jefferson’s attacks upon, 
the judiciary, that last stronghold into 
which they had been driven, failed to 
on the storm they wished for.
